Accounting  Poiicies  _ 


1.  Preeentatlon  of  Annual  Financial  Statements 

The  annual  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Standards  of  Generally  Recognised 
Accounting  Practice  (GRAP),  issued  by  the  Accounting  Standards  Board  in  accordance  with  Section  122(3)  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Management  Act  (Act  56  of  2003). 

These  annuel  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  on  an  accmal  basis  of  accounting  and  are  in  accordance  with 
historical  cost  convention  as  the  basis  of  measurement,  unless  specified  othenvise.  They  are  presented  In  South  African 
Rand. 

In  the  absence  of  an  issued  and  effective  Standard  of  GRAP,  accounting  policies  for  material  transactions,  events  or 
conditions  were  developed  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  8, 10  and  1 1  of  GRAP  3  as  read  with  Directive  5. 

Assets,  liabilities,  revenues  and  expenses  were  not  offeet,  except  where  offsetting  is  either  required  or  permitted  by  a 
Standard  of  GRAP. 

A  summary  of  the  significant  accounting  policies,  which  have  been  consistently  applied  In  the  preparation  of  these  annual 
financial  statements,  are  disclosed  below. 

These  accounting  policies  are  consistent  with  the  previous  period. 

1.1  Pieeentetlon  currency 

These  annual  financial  statements  are  presented  in  South  African  Rand,  which  is  the  functional  currency  of  the  municipality. 
All  financial  Information  has  been  rounded  to  the  nearest  Rand. 

1 .2  Going  concern  assumption 

These  annual  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  based  on  the  expectation  that  the  municipality  will  continue  to 
operate  as  a  going  concern  for  at  least  the  next  12  months. 

1 .3  Transfer  of  ftinctlons  between  entWee  not  under  common  control 
Definitions 

An  acquiree  is  the  municipality  and/or  the  functions  that  the  acquirer  obtains  control  of  in  a  transfer  of  functions. 

An  acquirer  is  the  municipality  that  obtains  control  of  the  acquiree  or  transferor. 

Acquisition  date  is  the  date  on  which  the  acquirer  obtains  control  of  the  acquiree. 

Contingent  consideration  Is  usually,  an  obligation  of  the  acquirer  to  transfer  additional  assets  or  a  residual  Interest  to  the 
former  owners  of  an  acquiree  as  part  of  the  exchange  for  control  of  the  acquiree  If  specified  future  events  occur  or 
conditions  are  met.  However,  contingent  consideration  also  may  give  the  acquirer  the  right  to  the  return  of  previously 
transferred  consideration  If  specified  conditions  are  met. 

Control  is  the  povirer  to  govern  the  financial  and  operating  policies  of  another  entity  so  as  to  obtain  benefit  from  its  activities. 

Fair  value  is  the  amount  for  which  an  asset  could  be  exchanged,  or  a  liability  settled,  between  knowledgeable,  willing 
parties  in  an  arm's  length  transaction. 

A  function  is  an  integrated  set  of  activities  that  Is  capable  of  being  conducted  and  managed  for  purposes  of  achieving  an 
entity’s  objectives,  either  by  providing  economic  benefits  or  service  potential. 

An  asset  is  Identifiable  if  it  either 

•  is  separable,  i.e.  is  capable  of  being  separated  or  divided  from  the  entity  and  sold,  transferred,  licensed,  rented 
or  exchanged,  either  individually  or  together  with  a  related  contract,  asset  or  liability;  or 

•  arises  from  contractual  rights  (Including  rights  arising  from  binding  arrangements)  or  other  legal  rights  (excluding 
rights  granted  by  statute),  regardless  of  whether  those  rights  are  transferable  or  separable  from  the  entity  or  from 
other  rights  and  obligations. 

A  merger  Is  the  establishment  of  a  new  combined  entity  in  which  none  of  the  former  entities  obtain  control  over  any  other 
and  no  acquirer  can  be  identified.

Non-controlling  interest  is  the  interest  in  the  net  assets  of  a  controlied  municipality  not  attributable,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  a 
controlling  municipality. 

Owners  (for  the  purposes  of  this  Standard),  is  used  broadly  to  include  holders  of  residual  interests. 

A  residual  interest  is  any  contract  that  manifests  an  interest  in  tee  assets  of  an  entity  after  deducting  all  of  its  liabilities.  A 
residual  Interest  includes  contributions  from  owners,  which  may  be  shown  as: 

•  equity  Instruments  or  similar  forms  of  unitised  capital; 

•  a  formal  designation  of  a  transfer  of  resources  (or  a  class  of  such  transfers)  by  the  parties  to  the  transadion  as 
forming  part  of  an  entity's  net  assets,  either  before  the  contribution  occurs  or  at  the  time  of  the  contiibudon;  or 

■  a  formal  agreement,  in  relation  to  the  contribution,  establishing  or  Increasing  an  existing  financial  interest  in  tee 
net  assets  of  an  entity. 

A  transfer  of  functions  Is  the  reorganisation  and/or  the  re-allocation  of  functions  between  entities  by  transferring  functions 
between  entitles  or  into  another  entity. 

The  aequleltlen  method 

The  municipality  accounts  for  each  transfer  of  functions  between  entities  not  under  common  control  by  applying  the 
acquisition  method. 

Applying  tee  acquisition  method  requires: 

(a)  Identilying  the  acquirer; 

(b)  determining  the  acquisition  date; 

(c)  recognising  and  measuring  the  identifiable  assets  acquired,  the  liabilities  assumed  and  any  non-controlling  Interest  In 
the  acquiree;  and 

(d)  recognising  tee  difference  between  (c)  and  the  consideration  transferred  to  the  seller. 

Identifying  tea  acquirer 

For  each  transfer  of  functions  bebveen  entities  not  under  common  control,  one  of  the  combining  entitles  Is  identified  as  the 
acquirer. 

The  terms  and  conditions  of  a  transfer  of  functions  undertaken  between  entitles  not  under  common  control  are  set  out  in  a 
binding  arrangement. 

Determining  the  acquirer  includes  a  consideration  of,  amongst  other  things,  which  of  the  combining  entitles  initiated  the 
transaction  or  event,  the  relative  size  of  the  combining  entities,  as  well  as  whether  the  assets  or  revenue  of  one  of  the 
entities  Involved  in  the  transaction  or  event  significantly  exceed  those  of  the  other  entitles.  If  no  acquirer  can  be  Identified, 
the  transaction  or  event  is  accounted  for  in  tenns  of  tee  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Mergers. 

Determining  the  acquisition  data

Recognition  principle

Operating  leases; 

The  municipality  as  acquirer  recognises  no  assets  or  liabilities  related  to  an  operating  lease  In  which  the  acquiree  is  the 
lessee. 


The  municipality  as  acquirer  determines  whether  the  terms  of  each  operating  lease  in  which  the  acquiree  is  the  lessee  are 
favourable  or  unfavourable.  The  municipality  as  acquirer  recognises  an  Intangible  asset  if  the  terms  of  an  operating  lease 
are  favourable  relative  to  market  terms  and  a  liability  if  the  terms  are  unfavourable  relative  to  market  terms.

•  the  present  ownership  instruments'  proportionate  share  in  the  recognised  amounts  of  the  acquiree's  kfentifiabla 
net  assets. 

Assets  with  uncertain  cash  flows  (valuation  allowances); 

The  municipality  as  acquirer  does  not  recognise  a  separate  valuation  allowance  as  of  the  acquisition  date  for  assets 
acquired  in  a  transfer  of  functions  that  are  measured  at  their  acquisition-date  fair  values  because  the  effects  of  uncertainty 
about  future  cash  Hows  are  included  in  the  fair  value  measure. 

Assets  subject  to  operating  leases  in  which  the  acquiree  is  the  lessor 

In  measuring  the  acquisition-date  fair  value  of  an  asset  such  as  a  building  or  a  patent  that  is  subject  to  an  operating  lease  In 
which  the  acquiree  is  the  lessor,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  takes  into  account  the  terms  of  the  lease. 

Exceptions  to  the  recognition  principles 

Contingent  liabilities: 

The  requirements  in  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Employee  benefits.  Contingent  assets  and  Contingent  liabilities  do  not  apply 
in  determining  which  contingent  liabilities  to  recognise  as  of  the  acquisition  date.  Instead,  the  municipality  as  acquirer 
recognises  as  of  the  acquisition  date  a  contingent  liability  assumed  in  a  transfer  of  functions  If  it  is  a  present  obligation  that 
arises  from  past  events  and  its  fair  value  can  be  measured  reliably.

The  municipality  as  acquirer  recognises  and  measures  a  liability  (or  asset,  if  any)  related  to  the  acquiree's  employee  benefit 
arrangements  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Empioyee  Benefits. 

Indemnification  assets: 

The  seller  in  a  transler  of  functions  may  contractually  indemnify  the  municipality  as  acquirer  fbr  the  outcome  of  a 
contingency  or  uncertainty  related  to  all  or  part  of  a  specific  asset  or  liability.  The  munidpality  as  acquirer  recognises  an 
indemnification  asset  at  the  same  time  that  it  recognises  the  indemnified  item  measured  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
Indemnified  item,  subject  to  the  need  for  a  valuation  allowance  for  uncollectible  amounts.  Therefore,  If  the  indemnification 
relates  to  an  asset  or  a  liability  that  is  recognised  at  the  acquisition  date  and  measured  at  its  acquisition-date  fair  value,  the 
municipality  as  acquirer  recognises  the  Indemnification  asset  at  the  acquisition  date  measured  at  Its  acquisition-dale  foir 
value.

If  the  initial  accounting  for  a  transfer  of  functions  is  incomplete  by  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  Iti  which  the  transfer 
occurs,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  reports  In  Its  financial  statements  provisional  amounts  for  the  items  for  whi^  the 
accounting  is  incomplete.  During  the  measurement  period,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  retrospectively  adjust  the  provisjonal 
amounts  recognised  at  the  acquisition  date  to  reflect  new  infonoation  obtained  about  facts  and  circumstances  that  existed 
as  of  the  acquisition  date  and,  if  known,  would  have  affected  the  measurement  of  the  amounts  recognised  as  of  that  date. 

During  the  measurement  period,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  also  recognises  additional  assets  or  liabilities  if  new 
information  is  obtained  about  facts  and  circumstances  that  existed  as  of  the  acquisition  date  and,  if  known,  would  have 
resulted  In  the  recognition  of  those  assets  and  liabilities  as  of  that  date.  The  measurement  period  ends  as  soon  as  the 
municipality  as  acquirer  receives  the  information  It  was  seeking  about  fects  and  circumstances  that  existed  as  of  the 
acquisition  date  or  learns  that  more  information  is  not  obtainable.  However,  the  measurement  period  does  not  exceed  two 
years  from  the  acquisition  date. 

Determining  what  la  part  of  the  transfer  of  ftinetlons  transaction 

The  municipality  as  acquirer  and  the  acquiree  may  have  a  pre-existing  relationship  or  other  arrangement  before  or  when 
negotiations  for  the  transfer  of  functions  began,  or  teey  may  enter  into  a  binding  arrangement  during  the  negotiations  that  is 
separate  from  the  transfer  of  functions.  In  either  situation,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  identifies  any  amounts  that  are  not 
part  of  what  the  municipality  as  acquirer  and  the  acquiree  (or  its  former  owners)  exchanged  in  the  transfer  of  functions.  The 
acquirer  recognises  as  part  of  applying  the  acquisition  method  only  the  consideration  transferred  (If  any)  for  the  acquiree 
and  the  assets  acquired  and  liabilities  assumed  by  the  municipality  as  acquirer  in  the  transfer  of  functions  as  governed  by 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  binding  arrangement. 

Effective  settlement  of  a  pre-existing  ralatlonahlp  between  the  municipality  as  acquirer  and  acquiree  In  a  tranefer  of 
ftinctlons 

A  pre-existing  relationship  between  the  municipality  as  acquirer  and  acquiree  may  be  contractual  or  non-contractual. 

If  the  transfer  of  functions  In  effect  settles  a  pre-existing  relationship,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  recognises  a  gain  or  loss, 
measured  as  follows; 

(a)  for  a  pre-existing  non-contrectual  relationship,  fair  value. 

(b)  for  a  pre-existing  contractuai  relationship,  the  lesser  of  (I)  and  (11): 

(i)  the  amount  by  which  the  binding  arrangement  Is  favourable  or  unfavourable  from  the  perspective  of  the  municipality  as 
acquirer  when  compared  with  terms  for  current  market  transactions  for  the  same  or  similar  items. 

(ii)  the  amount  of  any  stated  settlement  provisions  in  the  binding  arrangement  available  to  the  counterparty  to  whom  the 
contract  is  unfavourable. 

If  (ii)  is  less  than  (i),  the  difference  is  included  as  part  of  the  transfer  of  functions  accounting.  The  amount  of  gain  or  loss 
recognised  may  depend  in  part  on  whether  the  municipality  as  acquirer  had  previously  recognised  a  related  asset  or 
liability,  and  the  reported  gain  or  loss  therefore  may  differ  from  the  amount  calculated  by  applying  the  above  requirements. 
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1.3  Tranafbr  ef  functions  between  entitles  not  under  common  control  (continued) 

A  pre-existing  relationship  may  be  a  contract  that  the  municipality  as  acquirer  recognises  as  a  reacquired  right.  If  the 
binding  arrangement  includes  terms  that  are  favourable  or  unfavourable  when  compared  with  pricing  fbr  current  market 
transactions  for  the  same  or  similar  Hems,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  recognises,  separately  from  the  transfer  of  functions, 
a  gain  or  loss  for  the  effective  settlement  of  the  contracL 

Acquisition-related  costs; 

Acquisition-related  costs  are  costs  the  municipality  as  acquirer  incurs  to  effect  a  transfer  of  functions.  Those  costs  include 
advisory,  legal,  accounting,  valuation  and  other  professional  or  consulting  fees,  general  administrative  costs,  and  costs  of 
registering  and  issuing  debt  and  equity  securities  (if  applicable).  The  municipality  as  acquirer  accounfe  for  acquisition- 
related  costs  as  expenses  in  the  periods  in  which  the  costs  are  incurred  and  the  services  are  received,  with  one  exception. 
The  costs  to  issue  debt  or  equity  securities  (if  applicable)  are  recognised  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on 
Financial  instruments. 

Subsequent  measurement  and  accounting 

In  general,  a  municipality  as  acquirer  subsequently  measure  and  account  for  assets  acquired,  liabilities  assumed  or 
incurred  and  the  residual  interest  issued  in  a  transfer  of  functions  in  accordance  with  other  applicable  Standards  of  GRAP 
for  those  items,  depending  on  their  nature. 

Reacquired  rights 

A  reacquired  right  recognised  as  an  Intangible  asset  is  amortised  over  the  remaining  contractual  period  of  the  contract  in 
which  the  right  was  granted.  A  municipal!^  as  acquirer  that  subsequently  sells  a  reacquired  right  to  a  third  party  includes 
the  carrying  amount  of  the  intangible  asset  in  determining  the  gain  or  loss  on  the  sale. 

Contingent  liabilities 

After  initial  recognition  and  until  the  liability  is  settled,  cancelled  or  expires,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  measures  a 
contingent  liability  recognised  in  a  transfer  of  functions  at  the  higher  of; 

(a)  the  amount  ttiat  would  be  recognised  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Employee  benefits.  Contingent 
liabilities  and  Contingent  assets;  and 

(b)  the  amount  initially  recognised  less,  if  appropriate,  cumulative  amortisation  recognised  In  accordance  with  the  Standard 
of  GRAP  on  Revenue  from  exchange  transactions. 

Indemnification  assets 

At  the  end  of  each  subsequent  reporting  period,  the  municipality  as  acquirer  measures  an  indemnlficatiori  a^t  that  was 
recognised  at  the  acquisition  date  on  the  same  basis  as  the  indemnified  liability  or  asset,  subject  to  any  limitations  as  set  in 
the  binding  arrangement  on  its  amount  and,  for  an  indemnification  asset  that  is  not  subsequently  measured  at  its  fair  value, 
management's  assessment  of  the  collectability  of  the  indemnification  asset.  The  municipality  as  acquirer  derecognises  the 
indemnification  asset  only  when  it  collects  the  asset,  sells  it  or  otherwise  loses  the  right  to  it 

Contingent  consideration 

Some  changes  in  the  fair  value  of  contingent  consideration  that  the  municipality  as  acquirer  recognises  after  the  acquisition 
date  may  be  the  result  of  additional  information  that  the  municipality  as  acquirer  obtained  after  that  date  about  fects  and 
circumstances  that  existed  at  the  acquisition  date.  However,  changes  resulting  from  events  after  the  acquisition  date,  such 
as  meeting  a  performance  target,  or  reaching  a  milestone  on  a  research  and  development  project,  are  not  measurement 
period  adjustments.  The  municipality  as  acquirer  accounts  for  changes  in  the  feir  value  of  contingent  consideration  that  are 
not  measurement  period  adjustments  as  follows; 

(a)  Contingent  consideration  classified  as  net  assets  shall  not  be  remeasured  and  its  subsequent  settlement  is  accounted 
for  within  net  assets. 

(b)  Contingent  consideration  classified  as  an  asset  or  a  liability  that; 

(i)  Is  a  financial  instrument  and  is  within  the  scope  of  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Financial  instruments  is  measured  at  feir 
value,  with  any  resulting  gain  or  loss  reoognised  in  surplus  or  deficit  in  accordance  with  that  Standard  of  GRAP. 

(il)  is  not  within  the  scope  of  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Financial  instruments  is  accounted  for  in  accordance  with  the 
Standard  c/f  GRAP  on  Employee  benefits.  Contingent  liabilities  and  Contingent  assets  or  other  Standards  of  GRAP  as 
appropriate. 
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1 A  Transfor  of  functions  between  entitles  under  common  control 
Definitions 

An  acquirer  Is  the  municipality  that  obtains  control  of  the  acquiree  or  transferor. 

Carrying  amount  of  an  asset  or  liability  is  the  amount  at  which  an  asset  or  liability  Is  recognised  in  the  statement  of  financial 
position. 

Control  is  the  power  to  govern  the  financial  and  operating  policies  of  another  municipality  so  as  to  benefit  from  its  activities. 

A  function  is  an  Integrated  set  of  activities  that  is  capable  of  being  conducted  and  managed  for  purposes  of  achieving  an 
municipality's  objectives,  either  by  providing  economic  benefits  or  service  potential. 

A  merger  is  the  establishment  of  a  new  combined  entity  in  which  none  of  the  fomrer  entitles  obtains  control  over  any  other 
and  no  acquirer  can  be  identified. 

Transfer  date  is  the  date  on  which  the  acquirer  obtains  control  of  the  function  and  the  transferor  loses  control  of  that 
function. 

A  transfer  of  functions  is  the  reorganisation  and/or  the  re-allocation  of  functions  between  entitles  by  transferring  functions 
between  entities  or  into  another  municipality. 

A  transferor  is  the  municipality  that  relinquishes  control  of  a  function. 

Common  control  •  For  a  transaction  or  event  to  occur  between  entities  under  common  control,  the  transaction  or  event 
needs  to  be  undertaken  between  entities  within  the  same  sphere  of  government  or  betereen  entitles  that  are  part  of  the 
same  economic  entity.  Entities  that  are  ultimately  controlled  by  the  same  entity  before  and  after  the  transfer  of  functions  are 
within  the  same  economic  entity. 

A  foncticn  is  an  Integrated  set  of  activides  that  Is  capable  of  being  conducted  and  managed  for  purposes  of  achieving  an 
municipality's  objectives,  either  by  providing  economic  benefits  or  service  potential.  A  function  consists  of  inputs  and 
processes  applied  to  those  Inputs  that  have  the  ability  to  create  outputs.  A  function  can  either  be  a  part  or  a  portion  of  an 
entity  or  can  consist  of  the  whole  municipality.  Although  functions  may  have  outputs,  outputs  are  not  required  to  qualify  as  a 
function.  The  three  elements  of  a  function  are  defined  as  follows: 

•  Input:  Any  resource  that  creates,  or  has  the  ability  to  create,  outputs  when  one  or  more  processes  are  applied  to 
It 

•  Process:  Any  system,  standard,  protocol,  convention  or  rule  that  when  applied  to  an  input  or  inputs,  creates  or 
has  the  ability  to  create  outputs. 

•  Output  The  result  of  Inputs  and  processes  applied  to  achieve  and  Improve  efRciency.  This  may  be  in  the  form  of 
achieving  service  delivery  objectives,  or  the  delivery  of  goods  and/or  services. 

Identifying  the  acquirer  and  transferor 

For  each  transfer  of  functions  between  entitles  under  common  control  an  acquirer  and  transferor  are  identified.  All  relevant 
feds  and  circumstances  are  considered  in  identitying  the  acquirer  and  transferor. 

The  terms  and  conditions  of  a  transfer  of  fenctions  undertaken  between  entities  under  common  control  are  set  out  in  a 
binding  arrangement.  The  binding  arrangement  governing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  transfer  of  functions  may  identify 
which  municipality  to  the  transadion  or  event  is  the  transferor(s)  and  which  municipality  is  the  acquirer.  Where  the  binding 
arrangement  does  not  olearly  identity  the  acquirer  or  the  transferor,  the  behaviour  or  actions  of  the  entitles  may  indicate 
which  municipality  is  the  acquirer  and  which  municipality  is  the  transferor. 

Detemnining  the  acquirer  indudes  a  consideration  of,  amongst  other  things,  which  of  the  entities  involved  in  the  transfer  of 
functions  initiated  the  transadion  or  event,  the  relative  size  of  the  entities,  as  well  as  whether  the  assets  or  revenue  of  one 
of  the  entitles  involved  in  the  transadion  or  event  significantly  exceed  those  of  the  other  entities.  If  no  acquirer  can  be 
Identified,  the  transaction  or  event  is  accounted  for  in  terms  of  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Mergers. 

Determining  the  tranafer  data 

The  acquirer  and  the  transferor  identity  the  transfer  date,  which  Is  the  date  on  which  the  acquirer  obtains  control  and  the 
transferor  loses  control  of  that  fiindion. 

All  relevant  feds  and  circumstances  are  considered  in  identitying  the  transfer  date. 
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Transfer  of  functions  between  entities  under  common  control  (continued) 

Assets  acquired  [transferred]  and  liabilities  sssumed  [relinquished] 

The  recognition  of  assets  and  liabilities,  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

The  assets  acquired  and  the  liabilities  assumed  are  part  of  what  had  been  agreed  in  terms  of  the  binding  arrangement  (if 
applicable),  rather  than  the  result  of  separate  transactions. 

Determining  what  is  part  of  the  transfer  of  ftinctlons  transaction 

Where  the  municipality  and  the  transferor  have  a  pre-existing  relationship  before  or  when  negotiations  for  a  transfer  of 
functions  began,  or  where  a  binding  arrangement  is  entered  into  during  the  negotiations  that  are  separate  from  a  transfer  of 
functions,  any  amounts  that  are  not  part  of  what  were  transferred  In  a  transfer  of  functions  are  Identified.  This  policy  only 
applies  to  the  consideration  transferred  and  the  assets  acquired  and  liabilities  assumed  in  a  transfer  of  functions  as 
governed  by  the  tenos  and  conditions  of  the  binding  arrangement. 

The  following  factors  are  considered,  which  are  neither  mutually  exclusive  nor  individually  conclusive,  to  determine  whether 
a  transaction  is  part  of  a  transfer  or  function  or  whether  the  transaction  is  separate; 

•  the  reasons  for  the  transaction 

•  the  timing  of  the  transaction 

Effective  settlement  of  a  pre-existing  relationship  between  the  entity  (as  acquirer)  and  transferor  In  a  transfer  of 
functions 

A  pre-existing  relationship  between  the  municipality  (as  acquirer)  and  the  transferor  may  be  contractual  or  non-contrectual. 
If  a  transfer  of  functions  in  effect  settles  a  pre-existing  relationship,  the  entity  (as  acquirer)  recognises  a  gain  or  loss, 
measured  as  follows; 

•  fora  pre-existing  non-contractual  relationship,  feir  value. 

•  fora  pre-existing  contractual  relationship,  the  lesser  of  the  following: 

•  the  amount  by  which  the  binding  arrangement  Is  fevourable  or  unfevourable  from  the  perspective  of  the 
municipality  (as  acquirer)  when  compared  with  terms  for  current  market  transactions  for  the  same  or  similar 
items. 

•  the  amount  of  any  stated  settlement  provisions  In  the  binding  arrangement  available  to  the  counterparty  to 
whom  the  contract  is  unfavourable. 

If  the  latter  is  less,  the  difference  Is  included  as  part  of  a  transfer  of  foncUons  accounting.  The  amount  of  gain  or  loss 
recognised  may  depend  in  part  on  whether  the  municipality  (as  acquirer)  had  previously  recognised  a  related  asset  or 
liability,  and  the  reported  gain  or  loss  therefore  may  differ  from  the  amount  calculated  by  applying  the  above  requirements. 

Other  crtterfa  for  the  entity  (ae  acquirer) 

The  assets  acquired  and  liabilities  assumed  that  qualify  for  recognition  as  set  out  In  the  binding  arrangement  meets  the 
definitions  of  assets  and  liabilities  In  the  Framework  for  foe  Preparation  and  Presentation  of  Financial  Statements  and  the 
recognition  criteria  in  the  applicable  Standards  of  GRAP  at  the  transfer  date. 

Costs  that  the  municipality  expects,  but  which  it  is  not  obliged  to  Incur  In  the  future  to  effect  its  plan  to  exit  an  activity  of  the 
transferor  or  to  terminate  the  employment  of,  or  relocate  foe  transferor's  employees,  is  not  accounted  for  as  part  of  foe 
liabilities  at  the  transfer  date.  The  municipality  does  not  recognise  those  costs  as  part  of  a  transfer  of  functions.  Instead,  the 
municipality  recognises  these  costs  in  its  annual  financial  statements  after  the  transfer  has  occurred,  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  Standards  of  GRAP 
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1 A  Transfer  of  functions  between  entitles  under  common  control  (continued) 

Accounting  by  the  entity  as  acquirer 
Initial  recognition  and  measurement 

As  of  the  transfar  date,  the  municipality  recognises  the  purchase  consideration  paid  to  the  transferor  and  ail  the  assets 
acquired  and  liabiiities  assumed  In  a  transfer  of  functions.  The  assets  acquired  and  iiabilitles  assumed  are  measured  at 
their  carrying  amounts. 

if,  prior  to  the  transfer  of  functions,  the  transferor  was  not  appiying  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  the  transferor  changes 
Its  basis  of  accounting  to  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting  prior  to  the  transfer. 

The  consideration  paid  by  the  municipaiity  can  be  In  the  form  of  cash,  cash  equivaients  or  other  assets,  if  the  consideration 
paid  is  in  the  form  of  other  assets,  the  municipality  de-recognises  such  assets  on  the  transfer  date  at  their  carrying 
amounts. 

The  difference  between  the  carrying  amounts  of  the  assets  acquired,  the  liabiiities  assumed  and  the  consideration  paid  to 
the  transferor,  is  recognised  in  accumuiated  surplus  or  deficit. 

Maasuiement  period 

if  the  initial  accounting  for  a  transfer  of  functions  is  incomplete  by  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  in  which  the  transfer 
occurs,  the  municipality  reports  in  its  annual  financial  statements  provisional  amounts  for  the  Items  for  which  the  accounting 
is  incomplete.  During  the  measurement  period,  the  municipality  retrospectively  adjust  the  provisional  amounts  recognised  at 
the  transfer  date  to  reflect  new  information  obtained  about  facts  and  circumstances  that  existed  as  of  the  transfer  date  and, 
if  known,  would  have  affected  the  measurement  of  the  amounts  recognised  as  of  that  date.  The  measurement  period  ends 
as  soon  as  the  municipality  receives  the  information  it  was  seeking  about  facts  and  circumstances  that  existed  as  of  the 
transfer  date  or  learns  that  more  information  is  not  obtainable.  However,  the  measurement  period  does  not  exceed  Iwo 
years  from  the  transfer  date. 

The  municipality  considers  all  relevant  factors  in  determining  whether  information  obtained  after  the  transfer  date  should 
result  in  an  adjustment  to  the  provisional  amounts  recognised  or  whether  that  information  results  from  events  that  occurred 
after  the  transfer  date. 

The  municipality  recognises  an  Increase  (decrease)  in  the  provisional  amount  recognised  for  an  asset  (liability)  by  rneans  of 
decreasing  (increasing)  the  excess  of  the  purchase  consideration  paid  over  the  carrying  amount  of  the  assete  acquir^  and 
liabilities  assumed  previously  recognised  In  accumulated  surplus  or  deficit.  However,  new  information  obtained  during  the 
measurement  period  may  sometimes  result  in  an  adjustment  to  the  provisional  amount  of  more  than  one  asset  or  liability. 

During  the  measurement  period,  the  municipality  recognises  adjustments  to  the  provisional  amounts  as  if  the  accounting  for 
the  transfer  of  functions  had  been  completed  at  the  transfer  date.  Thus,  the  municipality  revises  comparative  information  for 
prior  periods  presented  in  annual  financial  statements  as  needed,  including  making  any  change  In  depreciation, 
amortisation  or  other  income  effects  recognised  in  completing  the  Initial  accounting. 

After  the  measurement  period  ends,  the  municipality  revises  the  accounting  for  a  transfer  of  funrtlons  only  to  correct  an 
error  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Accounting  Policies,  Changes  In  Accounting  Estimates  and  Errors. 

Acquisitlon-ralated  costs 

Acquisition-related  costs  are  costs  that  the  municipality  incurs  to  affect  the  transfer  of  functions.  These  costs  include 
advisory,  legal,  accounting  and  other  professional  or  consulting  fees,  general  administrative  costs,  and  costs  of  registering 
and  issuing  debt  and  equity  securities.  The  entity  accounts  for  acquisition-related  costs  as  expenses  in  the  period  in  which 
the  costs  are  incurred  and  the  services  are  received,  with  the  exception  of  the  costs  incurred  to  issue  debt  or  equity 
securities,  which  are  recognised  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Financial  Instruments. 

Subsequent  measurement 

The  municipality  subsequently  measure  any  assets  acquired  and  any  liabilities  assumed  In  a  transfsr  of  functions  In 
aooordanoe  with  the  applicable  Standards  of  GRAP. 
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Transfer  of  functlone  between  entitles  under  common  control  (continued) 

At  the  transfer  date,  the  municipality  classifies  or  designates  the  assets  acquired  and  liabilities  assumed  as  necessary  to 
apply  other  Standards  of  GRAP  subsequently.  The  municipality  makes  those  classifications  or  designations  on  the  basis  of 
the  terms  of  the  binding  arrangement,  economic  conditions.  Its  operating  or  accounting  policies  and  other  relevant 
conditions  that  exist  at  the  transfsr  date.  An  exception  is  that  the  municipality  classifies  the  following  contracts  on  the  basis 
of  the  contractual  terms  and  other  factors  at  the  inception  of  the  contract  (or.  If  the  terms  of  the  contract  have  been  modified 
in  a  manner  that  would  change  Its  classification,  at  the  data  of  that  modification,  which  might  be  the  transfer  date): 

•  classification  of  a  lease  contract  as  either  an  operating  lease  or  a  finance  lease  in  accordance  with  the  Standard 
of  GRAP  on  Leases;  and 

■  classification  of  a  contract  as  an  insurance  contract  in  accordance  with  the  International  Financial  Reporting 
Standard  on  Insurance  Contracts. 

Accounting  by  the  entity  as  transferor 

Derecognition  of  assets  transferrad  and  liabilities  relinquished 

As  of  the  transfer  date,  the  municipality  derecognises  from  its  annual  financial  statements,  all  the  assets  transferred  and 
liabilities  relinquished  in  a  transfer  of  functions  at  their  carrying  amounts. 

Until  the  transfer  date,  the  municipality  continues  to  measure  these  assets  and  liabilities  In  accordance  with  applicable 
Standards  of  GRAP. 

The  consideration  received  Itom  the  acquirer  can  be  In  the  form  of  cash,  cash  equivalents  or  other  assets.  If  the 
consideration  received  is  in  the  form  of  other  assets,  the  municipality  measures  such  assets  at  their  fair  value  on  the 
transfer  date  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  Standard  of  GRAP.  The  difference  between  the  carrying  amounts  of  the 
assets  transferred,  the  liabilities  relinquished  and  the  consideration  received  from  the  acquirer  is  recognised  in  accumulated 
surplus  or  deficit 

1.5  Mergers 

Definitions 

Carrying  amount  of  an  asset  or  liability  is  the  amount  at  which  an  asset  or  liability  is  recognised  in  the  statement  of  financial 
position. 

Combined  municipality  is  a  new  reporting  entity  formed  from  the  combination  of  two  or  more  entitles. 

Combining  entitles  are  the  entities  that  are  combined  for  the  mutual  sharing  of  risks  and  benefits  in  a  merger. 

Control  is  the  power  to  govern  the  financial  and  cperating  policies  of  another  municipality  so  as  to  benefit  from  its  activities. 

A  merger  is  the  establishment  of  a  new  combined  municipality  in  which  none  of  the  former  entities  obtain  control  over  any 
other  and  no  acquirer  can  be  Identified. 

Merger  date  is  the  date  on  which  entities  are  combined  for  the  mutual  sharing  of  risks  and  benefits  and  when  the  assets 
and  liabilities  are  transferred  to  the  combined  municipality. 

A  transfer  of  functions  is  the  reorganisation  and/or  the  reallocation  of  functions  between  entitles  by  transferring  functions 
between  entitles  or  into  another  municipality. 

A  merger  is  the  establishment  of  a  new  combined  municipality  In  which  none  of  the  former  entities  obtains  coritrol  over  any 
other  and  no  acquirer  can  be  identified.  As  no  acquirer  can  be  Identified,  a  merger  does  not  result  in  an  municipality  having 
or  obtaining  control  over  any  of  the  entities  that  are  involved  in  the  transaction  or  event,  as  the  combining  entities  are  not 
controlled  entities  of  each  other,  either  before  or  after  the  merger. 

Identifying  the  combined  entity  and  combining  entitles 

For  each  merger  a  combined  municipality  and  combining  entities  is  identified.  All  relevant  facts  and  circumstances  are 
considered  in  identifying  the  combined  municipality  and  combining  municipality. 

The  binding  arrangement  usually  sets  out  which  entities  are  to  be  combined  as  a  result  of  the  merger,  and  identifies  the 
new  reporting  municipality  after  the  merger. 
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1.6  Mergers  (continued) 

Detenninlng  the  merger  date 

The  combined  municipality  and  the  combining  entities  identity  the  merger  date,  which  is  the  date  on  which  the  new  reporting 
municipality  obtains  control  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  and  the  combining  entities  loses  control  of  their  assets  and  liabilities. 

All  relevant  facts  and  circumstances  are  considered  in  identifying  the  merger  date. 

Aaeets  acquired  [trsnefarred]  and  liabilities  aaaumed  [derecognised] 

The  recognition  of  assets  and  liabilities  by  the  entity  as  combined  entity  are  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

The  assets  and  liabilities  that  qualify  for  recognition  in  a  merger  are  part  of  what  had  been  agreed  in  terms  of  the  binding 
arrangement,  rather  than  the  result  of  separate  transactions. 

Other  criteila  for  the  entity  (as  the  combined  entity) 

The  assets  and  liabilities  that  quality  for  recognition  as  set  out  in  the  binding  arrangement  meets  the  definitions  of  assets 
and  liabilities  in  the  Framework  for  the  Preparation  and  Presentation  of  Financial  Statements  and  the  recognition  criteria  in 
the  applicable  Standards  of  GRAP  at  the  merger  date. 

Costs  that  the  entity  expects  but  which  the  municipality  Is  not  obliged  to  incur  in  the  future  to  effect  its  plan  to  exit  an  activity 
of  the  combining  entities  or  to  terminate  the  employment  of,  or  relocate  the  combining  entities'  employees,  is  not  be 
accounted  for  as  part  of  the  liabilities  at  the  merger  date.  The  entity  does  not  recognise  those  costs  as  part  of  a  merger. 
Instead,  the  municipality  recognises  these  costs  In  its  annual  financial  statements  after  the  merger  has  occurred,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  Standards  of  GRAP 
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1.8  Morgen  (continued) 

Accounting  by  the  entity  ae  the  combined  entity 
Initial  recognition  and  meaaumment 

As  of  the  merger  date,  the  municipality  recognises  all  the  assets  acquired  and  liabilities  assumed.  The  assets  acquired  and 
liabilities  assumed  are  measured  at  their  carrying  amounts. 

If,  prior  to  the  merger,  a  combining  municipality  was  not  applying  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  that  combining 
municipality  changes  its  basis  of  accounting  to  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting  prior  to  the  merger. 

The  difference  between  the  carrying  amounts  of  the  assets  acquired  and  the  liabilities  assumed  is  recognised  in 
accumulated  surplus  or  deficit. 

Measurement  period 

If  the  initial  accounting  for  a  merger  is  incomplete  by  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  In  which  the  merger  occurs,  tlw 
municipality  reports  In  its  annual  financial  statements  provisional  amounts  for  the  items  for  which  the  accounting  is 
incomplete.  During  the  measurement  period,  the  municipality  retrospectively  adjust  the  provisional  amounts  recognised  at 
the  merger  date  to  reflect  new  information  obtained  about  facts  and  circumstances  that  existed  as  of  the  merger  date  and.  If 
known,  would  have  affected  the  measurement  of  the  amounts  recognised  as  of  that  date.  The  measurement  period  ends  as 
soon  as  the  municipality  receives  the  information  it  was  seeking  about  facts  and  circumstances  that  existed  as  of  the 
merger  date  or  learns  that  more  information  is  not  obtainable.  However,  the  measurement  period  does  not  exceed  two 
years  from  the  merger  date. 

The  municipality  considers  all  relevant  factors  in  determining  whether  information  obtained  after  the  merger  date  should 
result  in  an  adjustment  to  the  provisional  amounts  recognised  or  whether  foat  information  results  from  events  that  occurred 
after  the  merger  date.  Relevant  fectors  include  the  date  when  additional  information  Is  obtained  and  whether  the 
municipality  can  identify  a  reason  for  a  change  to  prowslonal  amounts. 

The  municipality  recognises  an  increase  (decrease)  in  the  provisional  amount  recognised  for  an  asset  (liability)  by  means  of 
decreasing  (increasing)  the  excess  of  the  purchase  consideration  paid  oyer  the  carrying  amount  of  the  assets  acquired  and 
liabilities  assumed  previously  recognised  in  accumulated  surplus  or  deficit. 

During  the  measurement  period,  the  municipality  recognises  adjustments  to  the  provisional  amounts  as  If  the  accounting  for 
the  merger  had  been  completed  at  the  merger  date.  Thus,  the  municipality  revises  comparative  information  for  prior  periods 
presented  in  annual  financial  statements  as  needed,  including  making  any  change  in  depreciation,  amortisation  or  other 
income  effects  recognised  in  completing  the  Inidai  accounting. 

After  the  measurement  period  ends,  the  municipality  revises  the  accounting  for  a  merger  only  to  correct  an  error  in 
accordance  with  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Accounting  Policies,  Changes  in  Accounting  Estimates  and  Errors. 

Expenditure  incurred  In  relation  to  the  merger 

Expenditures  Incurred  in  relation  to  the  merger  are  costs  that  the  entity  incurs  to  effect  the  merger.  These  costs  include 
advisory,  legal,  accounting  and  other  professional  or  consulting  fees,  general  administrative  costs,  costs  to  furnish 
information  to  ovmers  of  the  combining  entitles,  and  salaries  and  other  expenses  related  to  services  of  employees  involved 
in  achieving  the  merger.  It  also  includes  costs  or  losses  incurred  In  combining  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  combining 
entitles.  The  municipality  accounts  for  such  expenditure  as  expenses  in  the  period  in  which  the  costs  are  Incurred. 

Subsequent  meaaurement 

The  municipality  subsequentty  measures  any  assets  acquired  and  any  liabilities  assumed  in  a  merger  in  accordance  with 
the  applicable  Standards  of  GRAP. 

At  the  merger  date,  the  municipality  classifies  or  designates  the  assets  acquired  and  liabilities  assumed  as  necessary  to 
apply  other  Standards  of  GRAP  subsequently.  The  municipality  makes  those  classifications  or  designations  on  the  basis  of 
the  terms  of  the  binding  arrangement,  economic  conditions,  the  operating  or  accounting  policies  and  other  relevant 
conditions  as  these  exist  at  the  merger  date.  An  exception  is  that  the  municipality  classifies  the  following  contracts  on  the 
basis  of  the  contractual  terms  and  other  fectors  at  the  inception  of  the  contract  (or.  If  the  terms  of  the  contract  have  been 
modified  in  a  manner  that  would  change  its  classification,  at  the  date  of  that  modification,  which  might  be  the  merger  date); 

•  classification  of  a  lease  contract  as  either  an  operating  lease  or  a  finance  lease  In  accordance  with  the  Standard 
of  GRAP  on  Leases;  and 
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1.6  Mergers  (continued) 

•  classification  of  a  contract  as  an  Insurance  contract  in  accordance  with  the  International  Financial  Reporting 
Standard  on  Insurance  Contracts. 

The  annual  financial  statements  of  the  municipality  are  prepared  using  uniform  accounting  policies  for  simliar  transactions 
and  other  events  or  similar  circumstances. 

Accounting  by  entity  as  the  combining  entity 

Assets  transferred  and  llabllltiss  de-recognIsed 

As  of  the  merger  date,  the  municipality  as  the  combining  entity  transfer  and  de-recognise  from  Its  annual  financial 
statements,  all  the  assets  and  liabilities  de-recognised  at  their  carrying  amounts. 

Until  the  merger  date,  the  municipality  continues  to  measure  these  assets  and  liabilities  in  accordance  with  applicable 
Standards  of  GRAP. 

The  difference  between  the  carrying  amounts  of  the  assets  transferred  and  the  liabilities  de-recognised  are  recognised  in 
accumulated  surplus  or  deficit. 

1 .6  Investment  property 

Investment  property  is  property  (land  or  a  building  -  or  part  of  a  building  -  or  both)  held  to  earn  rentals  or  for  capital 
appreciation  or  both,  rather  than  for 

•  use  in  the  production  or  supply  of  goods  or  senrices  or  for 
■  administrative  purposes,  or 

•  sale  in  the  ordinary  course  of  operations. 

Owner-occupied  property  is  property  held  for  use  in  the  production  or  supply  of  goods  or  services  or  for  administrative 
purposes. 

Investment  property  is  recognised  as  an  asset  when,  it  is  probable  that  the  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  that 
are  associated  with  the  investment  property  will  flow  to  the  municipality,  and  the  cost  or  fair  value  of  the  investment  property 
can  be  measured  reliably. 

Investment  property  is  initially  recognised  at  cost.  Transaction  costs  are  included  in  the  initial  measurement. 

Where  investment  property  is  acquired  through  a  non-exchange  transaction.  Its  cost  is  its  fair  value  as  at  the  date  of 
acquisition. 

Costs  include  costs  incurred  initially  and  costs  incuned  subsequently  to  add  to,  or  to  replace  a  part  of,  or  service  a  property. 
If  a  replacement  part  is  recognised  In  the  carrying  amount  of  the  investment  property,  the  carrying  amount  of  the  replaced 
part  is  derecognised. 

Cost  model 

Investment  property  is  carried  at  cost  less  accumulated  depreciation  and  any  accumulated  impairment  losses. 

Depreciation  is  provided  to  write  down  the  cost,  less  estimated  residual  value  over  the  useful  life  of  the  property,  which  Is 
as  follows; 


Item  Useful  life 

Property  -  beach  development  25  to  50  years 

Land  Infinite 

Investment  property  is  derecognised  on  disposal  or  when  the  investment  property  Is  permanently  withdrawn  from  use  and 
no  future  economic  benefits  or  senrice  potential  are  expected  from  its  disposal. 

Gains  or  losses  arising  from  the  retirement  or  disposal  of  investment  property  is  the  difference  between  the  net  disposal 
proceeds  and  the  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  and  is  recognised  In  surplus  or  deficit  in  the  period  of  retirement  or  disposal. 

Compensation  from  third  parties  for  investment  property  that  was  impaired,  lost  or  given  up  is  recognised  in  surplus  or 
deficit  when  the  compensation  becomes  receivable. 
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1 .7  Property,  plant  and  equipment 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  are  tangible  non-current  assets  (including  infrastructure  assets)  that  are  held  for  use  in  the 
production  or  suppiy  of  goods  or  services,  rental  to  others,  or  for  administrative  purposes,  and  are  expected  to  be  used 
during  more  than  one  period. 

The  cost  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  recognised  as  an  asset  when: 

•  it  is  probabie  that  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  associated  with  the  item  will  flow  to  the 
municipality;  and 

•  the  cost  of  the  item  can  be  measured  reliably. 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  is  initially  measured  at  cost. 

The  cost  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  Is  the  purchase  price  and  other  costs  attributable  to  bring  the  asset  to 
the  location  and  condition  necessary  for  it  to  be  capable  of  operating  in  the  manner  intended  by  management.  Trade 
discounts  and  rebates  are  deducted  in  arriving  at  the  cost.  Purchased  software  that  Is  integral  to  the  functionality  of  the 
related  equipment  is  capitalised  as  part  of  that  equipment. 

Where  an  asset  Is  acquired  through  a  non-exchange  transaction,  its  coat  Is  its  fair  value  as  at  date  of  acquisition. 

Whore  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  acquired  in  exchange  for  a  non-monetary  asset  or  monetary  assets,  or  a 
combination  of  monetary  and  non-monetary  assets,  the  asset  acquired  Is  initially  measured  at  fair  value  (the  cost).  If  the 
acquired  item's  fair  value  was  not  determinable,  it’s  deemed  cost  is  the  carrying  amount  of  the  a88et(s)  given  up. 

When  significant  components  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  have  different  useful  lives,  they  are  acoounted  for 
as  separate  items  (major  components)  of  property,  plant  and  equipment 

Costs  include  costs  incurred  initially  to  acquire  or  construct  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  and  costs  Incurred 
subsequently  to  add  to,  replace  part  of,  or  service  it  If  a  replacement  cost  is  recognised  in  the  carrying  amount  of  an  item  of 
property,  plant  and  equipment,  the  carrying  amount  of  the  replaced  part  is  derecognised.  If  expenditure  only  restores  tee 
originally  assessed  standard  of  performance,  it  is  regarded  as  repairs  and  maintenance  and  are  expensed.  Tro 
enhancement  of  an  existing  assets  so  that  Its  use  is  expanded  or  the  further  development  of  an  asset  so  that  its  original  life 
is  extended  are  examples  of  subsequent  expenditure  which  should  be  capitalised. 

The  Initial  estimate  of  the  costs  of  dismantling  and  removing  the  item  and  restoring  the  site  on  which  it  Is  located  is  also 
included  in  the  cost  of  proper^,  plant  and  equipment,  where  tee  entity  is  obligated  to  incur  such  expenditure,  and  where  the 
obligation  arises  as  a  result  of  acquiring  the  asset  or  using  it  for  purposes  other  than  the  production  of  inventories. 

Recognition  of  costs  In  tee  carrying  amount  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  ceases  when  tee  item  is  in  the 
location  and  condition  necessary  for  it  to  be  capable  of  operating  in  the  manner  intended  by  management. 

Major  spare  parts  and  standby  equipment  which  are  expected  to  be  used  for  more  than  one  period  are  Included  in  property, 
plant  and  equipment.  In  addition,  spare  parts  and  standby  equipment  which  can  only  be  used  in  connection  with  an  item  of 
property,  plant  and  equipment  are  accounted  for  as  property,  plant  and  equipment. 

Major  inspection  costs  which  are  a  condition  of  continuing  use  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  and  which  meet 
the  recognition  criteria  above  are  included  as  a  replacement  in  the  cost  of  tee  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment.  Any 
remaining  inspection  costs  from  tee  previous  inspection  are  derecognised. 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  is  carried  at  cost  less  accumulated  depreciation  and  any  impairment  losses. 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  are  depreciated  on  tee  straight  line  basis  over  their  expected  useful  lives  to  their  estimated 
residual  value. 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  under  construction  -  This  cost  include  all  expenditure  related  directly  to  specific  projects  still 
In  progress  at  period  end.  Inoomplete  construction  work  is  stated  at  historical  cost. 
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1.7  Property,  plant  and  equipment  (continued) 

The  useful  lives  of  items  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  have  been  assessed  as  follows;

Each  part  of  an  Item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  with  a  cost  that  is  significant  in  relation  to  the  total  cost  of  the  item  Is 
depreciated  separately. 

The  municipality  assesses  at  each  reporting  date  whether  there  is  any  indication  that  the  municipality  expectations  about 
the  residual  value  and  the  useful  life  of  an  asset  have  changed  since  the  preceding  reporting  date.  If  any  such  Indication 
exists,  the  municipality  revises  the  expected  useful  life  and/or  residual  value  accordingly.  The  change  Is  accounted  for  as  a 
change  in  an  accounting  estimate. 

The  depreciation  charge  for  each  period  Is  recognised  In  surplus  or  deficit  unless  it  is  included  in  the  carrying  amount  of 
another  asset 

Items  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  are  derecognised  when  the  asset  is  disposed  of  or  when  there  are  no  further 
economic  benefits  or  service  potential  expected  from  the  use  of  the  asset 

The  gain  or  loss  arising  ftom  the  derecognition  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  is  Included  In  surplus  or  deficit 
when  the  item  is  derecognised.  The  gain  or  loss  arising  from  the  derecognition  of  an  item  of  property,  plant  and  equipment 
is  determined  as  the  difference  between  the  net  disposal  proceeds.  If  any,  and  the  carrying  amount  of  the  Item. 

Assets  which  the  municipality  holds  for  rentals  to  others  and  subsequently  routinely  sell  as  part  of  the  ordinary  course  of 
activities,  are  transferred  to  inventories  when  the  rentals  end  and  the  assets  are  avaljable-for-sale.  Proceeds  from  salm  of 
these  assets  are  recognised  as  revenue.  All  cash  flows  on  these  assets  are  Included  in  cash  flows  from  operating  activities 
in  the  cash  flow  statement 

1.8  Intangible  assets 

An  asset  is  Identifiable  if  it  either 

•  is  separable,  I.e.  is  capable  of  being  separated  or  divided  from  an  entity  and  sold,  transferred,  licensed,  rented  or 
exchanged,  either  Individually  or  together  with  a  related  contract,  identifiable  assets  or  liability,  regardless  of 
whether  the  entity  intends  to  do  so;  or 

•  arises  from  binding  arrangements  (including  rights  from  contracts),  regardless  of  whether  those  rights  are 
transferable  or  separable  from  the  municipality  or  from  other  rights  and  obligations. 

A  binding  arrangement  describes  an  arrangement  that  confers  similar  rights  and  obligations  on  the  parties  to  it  as  if  it  were 
in  the  form  of  a  contract. 

An  intangible  asset  Is  recognised  when: 

•  it  is  probable  that  the  expected  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  that  are  attributable  to  the  asset  will 
flow  to  the  municipality;  and 

•  the  cost  or  feir  value  of  the  asset  can  be  measured  reliably. 

The  munidpallty  assesses  the  probability  of  expected  ftjture  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  using  reasonable  and 
supportable  assumptions  that  represent  management’s  best  estimate  of  the  set  of  economic  conditions  that  will  exist  over 
the  useful  life  of  the  asset. 

Where  an  intangible  asset  is  acquired  through  a  non-exchange  transaction,  its  initial  cost  at  the  date  of  acquisition  is 
measured  at  Its  fair  value  as  at  that  date. 

Expenditure  on  research  (or  on  the  research  phase  of  an  internal  project)  is  recognised  as  an  expense  when  it  is  incurred. 
Intangible  assets  are  carried  at  coat  less  any  accumulated  amortisation  and  any  impairment  losses. 
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1.8  Intangible  aaaeta  (continued) 

An  intangible  asset  is  regarded  as  having  an  indefinite  useful  life  when,  based  on  all  relevant  factors,  there  Is  no 
foreseeable  limit  to  the  period  over  which  the  asset  Is  expected  to  generate  net  cash  inflows  or  service  potential. 
Amortisation  is  not  provided  for  these  intangible  assets,  but  they  are  tested  for  impairment  annually  and  whenever  there  is 
an  indication  that  the  asset  may  be  impaired.  For  all  other  intangible  assets  amortisation  Is  provided  on  a  straight  line  basis 
over  their  useful  life. 

The  amortisation  period  and  the  amortisation  method  for  intangible  assets  are  reviewed  at  each  reporting  date. 

Reassessing  the  useful  life  of  an  Intangible  asset  with  a  finite  useful  life  after  it  was  classified  as  indefinite  is  an  indicator 
that  the  asset  may  be  Impaired.  As  a  result  the  asset  is  tested  for  impairment  and  the  remaining  carrying  amount  is 
amortised  over  its  useful  life. 

Internally  generated  brands,  mastheads,  publishing  titles,  customer  lists  and  items  similar  In  substance  are  not  recognised 
as  Intangible  assets. 

Internally  generated  goodwill  is  not  recognised  as  an  intangible  asset. 

Amortisation  is  provided  to  write  down  the  intangible  assets,  on  a  straight  line  basis,  to  their  residual  values  as  follows:

Intangible  assets  are  derecognised: 

•  on  disposal;  or 

•  when  no  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  are  expected  from  its  use  or  disposal. 

The  gain  or  loss  Is  the  difference  between  the  net  disposal  proceeds,  if  any,  and  the  carrying  amount  It  Is  recognised  in 
surplus  or  deficit  when  the  asset  is  derecognised. 

1.9  Financial  Instruments 

A  financial  Instrument  is  any  contract  that  gives  rise  to  a  financial  asset  of  one  municipality  and  a  financial  liability  or  a 
residual  interest  of  another  municipality. 

The  amortised  cost  of  a  financial  asset  or  financial  liability  is  the  amount  at  which  the  financial  asset  or  firiancial  liability  is 
measured  at  initial  recognition  minus  principal  repayments,  plus  or  minus  the  cumulative  amortisation  using  the  effective 
interest  method  of  any  diflerence  between  that  initial  amount  and  the  maturity  amount,  and  minus  any  reduction  (directly  or 
through  the  use  of  an  allowance  account)  for  impairment  or  unoollectibility. 

A  concessionary  loan  is  a  loan  granted  to  or  received  by  an  municipality  on  terms  that  are  not  market  related. 

Credit  risk  is  the  risk  that  one  party  to  a  financial  instrument  will  cause  a  financial  loss  for  the  other  party  by  foiling  to 
discharge  an  obligation. 

Currency  risk  is  the  risk  that  the  foir  value  or  future  cash  flows  of  a  financial  instrument  will  fluctuate  because  of  changes  In 
foreign  exchange  rates. 

Derecognition  is  the  removal  of  a  previously  recognised  financial  asset  or  financial  liability  from  an  municipality’s  statement 
of  financial  position. 

A  derivative  is  a  financial  instrument  or  other  contract  with  all  three  of  the  following  characteristics; 

•  Its  value  changes  In  response  to  the  change  in  a  specified  interest  rate,  financial  Instrument  price,  commodity 
price,  foreign  exchange  rate,  index  of  prices  or  rates,  credit  rating  or  credit  index,  or  other  variable,  provided  in 
the  case  of  a  non-financial  variable  that  the  variable  is  not  specific  to  a  party  to  the  contract  (sometimes  called 
the  'underlying'). 

■  It  requires  no  initial  net  investment  or  an  initial  net  investment  that  is  smaller  than  would  be  required  for  other 
types  of  contracts  that  would  be  expected  to  have  a  similar  response  to  changes  in  market  foctors. 

•  It  is  settled  at  a  future  date. 
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1.9  Financial  Instniments  (continued) 

The  effective  interest  method  is  a  method  of  calculating  the  amortised  cost  of  a  financial  asset  or  a  financial  liability  (or 
group  of  financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities)  and  of  allocating  the  interest  income  or  Interest  expense  over  the  relevant 
period.  The  effective  interest  rate  is  the  rate  that  exactly  discounts  estimated  future  cash  payments  or  receipts  through  the 
expected  Ufa  of  the  financial  instrument  or,  when  appropriate,  a  shorter  period  to  the  net  carrying  amount  of  the  financial 
asset  or  financial  liability.  When  calculating  the  effective  interest  rate,  an  municipality  shall  estimate  cash  flows  considering 
all  contractual  temns  of  the  financial  instalment  (for  example,  prepayment,  call  and  similar  options)  but  shall  not  consider 
future  credit  losses.  The  calculation  includes  all  fws  and  points  paid  or  received  betereen  parties  to  the  contract  that  are  an 
integrel  part  of  the  effective  interest  rate  (sea  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Revenue  from  Exchange  Transactions),  transaction 
costs,  and  all  other  premiums  or  discouiits.  There  is  a  presumption  that  the  cash  flows  and  the  expected  Ufa  of  a  group  of 
similar  financial  instruments  can  be  estimated  reliably.  However,  in  those  rare  cases  when  It  is  not  possible  to  reliably 
estimate  the  cash  flows  or  the  expected  Ufa  of  a  financial  instnjment  (or  group  of  financial  instruments),  the  municipality 
shall  use  the  contractual  cash  flows  over  the  full  contractual  term  of  the  financial  instrument  (or  group  of  financial 
instruments). 

Fair  value  is  the  amount  for  which  an  asset  could  be  exchanged,  or  a  liability  settled,  bebween  knowledgeable  willing  parties 
in  an  arm’s  length  transaction. 

A  financial  asset  is; 

•  cash; 

•  a  residual  interest  of  another  municipality;  or 

•  a  contractual  right  to; 

receive  cash  or  another  financial  asset  from  another  municipality;  or 

exchange  financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities  with  another  municipality  under  conditions  that  are 
potentially  favourable  to  the  municipality. 

A  financial  guarantee  contract  is  a  contract  that  requires  the  issuer  to  make  specified  payments  to  reimburse  the  holder  for 
a  loss  it  incurs  because  a  specified  debtor  fails  to  make  payment  when  due  in  accordance  with  the  original  or  modified 
terms  of  a  debt  instrument. 

A  financial  liability  is  any  liabillly  that  is  a  contractual  obligation  to: 

•  deliver  cash  or  another  financial  asset  to  another  municipality;  or 

•  exchange  financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities  under  conditions  that  are  potentially  unfavourable  to  the 
municipality. 

Interest  rate  risk  is  the  risk  that  the  fair  value  or  future  cash  flows  of  a  financial  instrument  will  fluctuate  because  of  changes 
In  market  interest  rates. 

Liquidity  risk  is  the  risk  encountered  by  an  municipality  in  the  event  of  difficulty  in  meeting  obligations  associated  with 
financial  liabilities  that  are  settled  by  delivering  cash  or  another  financial  asset. 

Loan  commitment  is  a  firm  commitment  to  provide  credit  under  pre-specified  terms  and  conditions. 

Loans  payable  are  financial  liabilities,  other  than  short-term  payables  on  normal  credit  terms. 

Market  risk  is  the  risk  that  the  foir  value  or  future  cash  flows  of  a  financial  instalment  will  fluctuate  because  of  changes  in 
market  prices.  Market  risk  comprises  three  types  of  risk:  currency  risk,  interest  rate  risk  and  other  price  risk. 

Other  price  risk  is  the  risk  that  foe  fair  value  or  future  cash  flows  of  a  financial  instrument  will  fluctuate  because  of  changes 
in  market  prices  (other  than  those  arising  from  interest  rate  risk  or  currency  risk),  whether  those  changes  are  caused  by 
foctors  specific  to  the  individual  financial  instrument  or  its  issuer,  or  factors  affecting  all  similar  financial  instruments  traded 
in  the  market. 

A  financial  asset  is  past  due  when  a  counterparty  has  failed  to  make  a  payment  when  contractually  due. 
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1.9  Financial  Instrument*  (eontinuod) 

A  residual  interest  is  any  contract  that  manifests  an  interest  in  the  assets  of  an  municipality  after  deducting  all  of  its 
liabilities.  A  residual  Interest  includes  contributions  from  owners,  which  may  be  shown  as: 

•  equity  Instruments  or  similar  forms  of  unitised  capital; 

•  a  formal  designation  of  a  transfer  of  resources  (or  a  class  of  such  transfers)  by  the  parties  to  the  transaction  as 
forming  part  of  an  municipality’s  net  assets,  either  before  the  contribution  occurs  or  at  the  time  of  the 
contribution;  or 

•  a  formal  agreement,  in  relation  to  the  contribution,  establishing  or  Increasing  an  existing  financial  interest  in  the 
net  assets  of  an  municipality. 

Transaction  costs  are  incremental  costs  that  are  directly  attributable  to  the  acquisition.  Issue  or  disposal  of  a  financial  asset 
or  financial  liability.  An  Incremantal  cost  is  one  that  would  not  have  been  incurred  if  the  municipality  had  not  acquired, 
issued  or  disposed  of  the  financial  instrument 

Financial  instruments  at  amortised  cost  are  non^erivative  financial  assets  or  non-derivative  financial  liabilities  that  have 
fixed  or  determinable  payments,  excluding  those  instruments  that 

•  the  municipality  designates  at  feir  value  at  initial  recognition;  or 

•  are  held  for  trading. 

Financial  instruments  at  cost  are  investments  in  residual  Interests  that  do  not  have  a  quoted  market  price  in  an  active 
market,  and  whose  feir  value  cannot  be  reliably  measured. 

Financial  instruments  at  feir  value  comprise  financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities  that  are: 

•  derivatives; 

•  combined  Instruments  that  are  designated  at  fair  value; 

•  instruments  held  for  trading.  A  financial  instalment  is  held  for  trading  If: 

•  it  is  acquired  or  incurred  principally  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  repurchasing  it  in  tha  near-term;  or 

on  initial  recognition  it  is  part  of  a  portfolio  of  Identified  financial  instruments  that  are  managed  together  and 
for  which  there  is  evidence  of  a  recent  actual  pattern  of  short  temi  profit-taking; 

-  non-derivative  financial  assets  or  financial  liabilities  with  fixed  or  determinable  payments  that  are 
designated  at  feir  value  at  initial  recognition;  and 

financial  instruments  that  do  not  meet  the  definition  of  financial  instruments  at  amortised  cost  or  financial 
instruments  at  cost.

Trade  and  other  payables  are  initially  measured  at  fair  value  plus  transaction  costs  that  are  directly  attributed  to  the 
aquisition  and  are  subsequently  measured  at  amortised  cost  using  the  effective  interest  rate  method. 

Trade  and  other  receivables  are  initially  recognised  at  teir  value  plus  transaction  coat  that  directly  attributed  to  the  aquisition 
and  subsequently  stated  at  amortised  cost,  less  provision  for  Impainnent.  This  provision  is  based  on  a  review  of  all 
outstanding  amounts  at  year  end  and  is  establised  when  tiiere  is  objective  evidence  that  the  municipality  will  not  be  able  to 
collect  all  amounts  due  acconling  to  the  original  terms.  The  amount  of  the  provision  is  the  effective  interest  rate.  Bad  debts 
are  written  off  during  the  year  in  which  they  are  identified.  Subsequent  recoveries  of  amounts  previously  wiitten  off  are 
credited  against  the  relevant  revenue  stream  in  the  statement  of  financial  performance. 

Long-term  financial  liabilities  are  classified  as  financial  liabilities  that  are  measured  at  amortised  cost. 

Cash  and  cash  equivalents  includes  cash  on  hand  and  cash  with  banks.  Cash  equivalents  are  short-term  highly  liquid 
Investments  that  are  held  with  registered  banking  Institutions  and  are  subject  to  an  insignificant  risk  of  change  in  value.  For 
the  purpose  of  the  cash  flow  statement,  cash  and  cash  equivalents  comprises  of  cash  on  hand,  deposits  held  on  call  wrth 
banks,  investments  in  financial  instruments  and  net  bank  overdrafts.  Bank  overdrafts  are  recorded  based  on  the  facility 
utilised.  Finance  charges  on  bank  overdrafts  are  expensed  as  incurred. 

Initial  recognition 

The  municipality  recognises  a  financial  asset  or  a  financial  liability  in  its  statement  of  financial  position  when  the  municipality 
becomes  a  party  to  the  contractual  provisions  of  the  instrument. 

The  municipality  recognises  financial  assets  using  trade  date  accounting. 

Initial  measurement  of  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities 

The  municipality  measures  a  financial  asset  and  financial  liability  initially  at  Its  fair  value  plus  transaction  costs  that  are 
directly  attributable  to  the  acquisition  or  issue  of  the  financial  asset  or  financial  liability. 

The  municipality  measures  a  financial  asset  and  financial  liability  initially  at  its  fair  value  [If  subsequently  measured  at  fair 
value]. 

The  municipality  first  assesses  whether  the  substance  of  a  concessionary  loan  Is  in  tect  a  loan.  On  initial  recognition,  tee 
municipality  analyses  a  concessionary  loan  into  its  component  parts  and  accourtis  for  each  component  separately.  The 
municipality  accounts  for  teat  part  of  a  concessionary  loan  that  is: 

•  a  social  benefit  In  accordance  with  tee  Framework  for  tee  Preparation  and  Presentation  of  Financial  Statements, 

where  it  is  the  issuer  of  tee  loan;  or  .  ^ 

•  non-exchange  revenue,  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Revenue  from  Non-exchange  Transactions 
(Taxes  and  Transfers),  where  it  is  the  recipient  of  the  loan.

Subaequent  measurement  of  financial  aaseta  and  financial  liablittlee 

The  municipality  measures  all  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities  after  initial  recognition  using  the  following  categories; 

•  Financial  instruments  at  tair  value. 

•  Financial  instruments  at  amortised  cost. 

•  Financial  instruments  at  cost. 

All  financial  assets  measured  at  amortised  cost  or  cost,  are  subject  to  an  impairment  review. 

Fair  value  measurement  considerations 

The  best  evidence  of  fair  value  is  quoted  prices  in  an  active  market.  If  the  market  for  a  finariclal  instrument  is  not  active,  the 
municipality  establishes  fair  value  by  using  a  valuation  technique.  The  objective  of  using  a  valuation  technique  is  to 
establish  what  the  transaction  price  would  have  been  on  the  measurement  date  in  an  arm’s  length  exchange  motivated  by 
normal  operating  considerations.  Valuation  techniques  include  using  recent  arm's  length  market  transactions  between 
knowledgeable,  willing  parties,  if  available,  reference  to  the  current  fair  value  of  another  instrument  that  Is  substantially ^e 
same,  discounted  cash  flow  analysis  and  option  pricing  models.  If  there  Is  a  valuation  technique  commonly  used  by  market 
participants  to  price  the  instrument  and  that  technique  has  been  demonstrated  to  provide  reliable  estimates  of  prices 
obtained  in  actual  market  transactions,  the  entity  uses  that  technique.  The  chosen  valuation  technique  makes  maxirriurTi 
use  of  market  Inputs  and  relies  as  little  as  possible  on  entity-specific  inputs.  It  incorporates  all  factors  that  market 
participants  would  consider  in  setting  a  price  and  is  consistent  with  accepted  economic  methodologies  for  pricing  financial 
instruments.  Periodically,  an  municipality  calibrates  the  valuation  technique  and  tests  it  fbr  validity  using  prices  from  any 
observable  current  market  transactions  in  the  same  instrument  (i.e.  without  modification  or  repackaging)  or  based  on  any 
available  observable  market  data. 

The  fair  value  of  a  financial  liability  with  a  demand  feature  (e.g.  a  demand  deposit)  is  not  less  than  the  amount  payable  on 
demand,  discounted  from  the  first  date  that  the  amount  could  be  required  to  be  paid. 

Short-term  receivables  and  payables  are  not  discounted  where  the  initial  credit  period  granted  or  received  is  consistent  with 
terms  used  in  the  public  sector,  either  through  establlsed  practices  or  legislation. 

Reelaasifleatlon 

The  municipality  does  not  reclassify  a  financial  instrument  while  it  is  issued  or  held  unless  it  is: 

•  combined  instrument  that  is  required  to  be  measured  at  fair  value;  or 

•  an  investment  in  a  residual  interest  that  meets  the  requirements  for  reclassification. 

Where  the  municipality  cannot  reliably  measure  the  fair  value  of  an  embedded  derivative  that  has  l»en  separated  firorn  a 
host  contract  that  is  a  financial  instrument  at  a  subsequent  reporting  date,  it  measures  the  combined  instrument  at  fair 
value.  This  requires  a  reclassification  of  the  Instrument  from  amortised  cost  or  cost  to  fair  value. 

If  fair  value  can  no  longer  be  measured  reliably  for  an  investment  in  a  residual  Interest  measured  at  fair  value,  the  entity 
reclassifies  the  investment  from  fair  value  to  cost  The  canying  amount  at  the  date  that  fair  value  is  no  longer  available 
becomes  the  cost 

If  a  reliable  measure  becomes  available  for  an  investment  in  a  residual  interest  for  which  a  measure  was  previously  not 
available,  and  the  instrument  would  have  been  required  to  be  measured  at  fair  value,  the  entity  reclassifies  the  Instrument 
from  cost  to  fair  value. 

Gains  and  losses 

A  gain  or  loss  arising  from  a  change  in  the  fair  value  of  a  financial  asset  or  financial  liability  measured  at  fair  value  is 
recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit 

For  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities  measured  at  amortised  cost  or  cost,  a  gain  or  loss  is  recognised  in  surplus  or 
deficit  when  the  financial  asset  or  financial  liability  is  derecognised  or  impaired,  or  through  the  amortisation  process. 

Impairment  and  uncolleetlblllty  of  financial  assets 

The  municipality  assesses  at  the  end  of  each  reporting  period  whether  there  is  any  objective  evidence  that  a  financial  asset 
or  group  of  financial  assets  Is  impaired.

Financial  assets  measured  at  amortised  cost; 

If  there  is  objective  evidence  that  an  impairment  loss  on  financial  assets  measured  at  amortised  cost  has  been  incurred,  the 
amount  of  the  loss  is  measured  as  the  difforenca  between  the  asset's  carrying  amount  and  the  present  value  of  estimated 
future  cash  flows  (excluding  future  credit  losses  that  have  not  been  incurred)  discounted  at  the  financial  asset's  original 
eflective  interest  rate.  The  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  is  reduced  directly  OR  through  the  use  of  an  allowance  account 
The  amount  of  the  loss  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit. 

If,  In  a  subsequent  period,  the  amount  of  the  impairment  loss  decreases  and  the  decrease  can  be  related  objectivaly  to  an 
event  occurring  after  the  impainnent  was  recognised,  the  previously  recognised  impainnent  loss  is  reversed  directly  OR  by 
adjusting  an  allowance  accourrt.  The  reversal  does  not  result  in  a  carrying  amount  of  the  flnancial  asset  that  exceeds  what 
the  amortised  cost  would  have  been  had  the  impairment  not  been  recognised  at  the  date  the  impairment  is  reversed.  The 
amount  of  the  reversal  is  recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit. 

Financial  assets  measured  at  cost: 

If  there  is  objective  evidence  that  an  impairment  loss  has  been  Incurred  on  an  Investment  in  a  residual  Interest  that  is  not 
measured  at  foir  value  because  its  fair  value  cannot  be  measured  reliably,  the  amount  of  the  impairment  loss  Is  measured 
as  the  difference  between  the  carrying  amount  of  the  financial  asset  and  the  present  value  of  estimated  future  cash  flows 
discounted  at  the  current  market  rate  of  return  for  a  similar  financial  asset.  Such  impairment  losses  are  not  reversed.

Derecognition 
Financial  assets 

The  municipality  derecognises  financial  assets  using  trade  date  accounting. 

The  municipality  derecognises  a  financial  asset  only  when: 

•  the  contractual  rights  to  the  cash  flows  firom  the  financial  asset  expire,  are  settled  or  waived; 

•  the  municipality  transfers  to  another  party  substantially  all  of  the  risks  and  rewards  of  ownership  of  the  financial 
asset;  or 

•  the  municipality,  despite  having  retained  some  significant  risks  and  rewards  of  ownership  of  the  financial  asset, 
has  transferred  control  of  the  asset  to  another  party  and  the  other  party  has  the  practical  ability  to  sell  the  asset 
in  its  entirety  to  an  unrelated  third  party,  and  is  able  to  exerdse  that  ability  unilaterally  and  without  needing  to 
Impose  additional  restrictions  on  the  transfer.  In  this  case,  the  municipality : 

-  derecognise  the  asset;  and 

•  recognise  separately  any  rights  and  obligations  created  or  retained  in  the  transfer. 

The  carrying  amounts  of  the  transferred  asset  are  allocated  between  the  rights  or  obligations  retained  and  those  transferred 
on  the  basis  of  their  relative  fair  values  at  the  transfer  date.  Newly  created  rights  and  obligations  are  measured  at  their  fair 
values  at  that  date.  Any  difference  between  the  consideration  received  and  the  amounts  recognised  and  derecognised  is 
recognised  in  surplus  or  deficit  in  the  period  of  the  transfer. 

If  the  municipality  transfers  a  financial  asset  in  a  transfer  that  qualifies  for  derecognition  in  its  entirety  and  retains  the  right  to 
senrice  the  financial  asset  for  a  fee,  it  recognise  either  a  servicing  asset  or  a  servidng  liability  for  teat  servicing  contract.  If 
tee  fee  to  be  received  Is  not  expected  to  compensate  the  entity  adequately  for  performing  the  servicing,  a  servicing  liability 
for  tee  servicing  obligation  is  recognised  at  its  feir  value.  If  tee  fee  to  be  received  is  expected  to  be  mote  than  adequate 
compensation  for  the  servicing,  a  servicing  asset  is  recognised  for  the  servicing  right  at  an  amount  determined  on  the  basis 
of  an  allocation  of  the  carrying  amount  of  the  larger  financial  asset. 

If,  as  a  result  of  a  transfer,  a  financial  asset  is  derecognised  in  Its  entirety  but  the  transfer  results  in  the  entity  obtaining  a 
new  financial  asset  or  assuming  a  new  financial  liability,  or  a  sen/icing  liability,  the  entity  recognise  the  new  financial  asset, 
financial  liability  or  servicing  liability  at  feir  value. 

On  derecognition  of  a  financial  asset  in  its  entirety,  the  difference  between  the  carrying  amount  and  the  sum  of  the 
consideration  received  is  recognised  In  surplus  or  deficit. 

If  tee  transferred  asset  is  part  of  a  larger  financial  asset  and  the  part  transferred  qualifies  for  derecognition  in  its  entirety,  the 
previous  carrying  amount  of  the  larger  financial  asset  is  allocated  between  the  part  teat  continues  to  be  recognised  and  the 
pert  that  is  derecognised,  baaed  on  the  relative  feir  values  of  those  parts,  on  the  date  of  the  transfer.  For  this  purpose,  a 
retained  servicing  asset  is  treated  as  a  part  that  continues  to  be  recognised.  The  difference  bebveen  the  (Minying  amount 
allocated  to  the  part  derecognised  and  the  sum  of  the  consideration  received  for  the  part  derecognised  is  recognised  in 
surplus  or  deficit. 

If  a  transfer  does  not  result  in  derecognition  because  the  municipality  has  retained  substantially  all  the  risks  and  rewards  of 
ownership  of  tee  transferred  asset,  the  municipality  continues  to  recognise  the  transfened  asset  in  its  entirety  and 
recognise  a  financial  liability  for  the  consideration  received.  In  subsequent  periods,  the  municipality  recognises  any  revenue 
on  the  transfened  asset  and  any  expense  Incurred  on  the  financial  liability.  Neither  the  asset,  and  the  associated  liability  nor 
the  revenue,  and  the  associated  expenses  are  offset. 

Financial  liabilities 

The  municipality  removes  a  financial  liability  (or  a  part  of  a  financial  liability)  from  its  statement  of  financial  position  when  it  Is 
extinguished  ^  i.e.  when  the  obligation  specified  in  the  contract  is  discharged,  cancelled,  expires  or  waived. 

An  exchange  between  an  existing  borrower  and  lender  of  debt  instruments  with  substantially  different  terms  is  accounted 
for  as  having  extinguished  the  original  financial  liability  and  a  new  financial  liability  is  recognised.  Similarly,  a  substantial 
modification  of  tee  terms  of  an  existing  financial  liabilily  or  a  part  of  it  is  accounted  for  as  having  extinguished  the  original 
financial  liability  and  having  recognised  a  new  financial  liability. 
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1.9  Financial  Instruments  (continued) 

The  difference  between  the  carrying  amount  of  a  financial  liability  (or  part  of  a  financial  liability)  extinguished  or  transferred 
to  another  party  and  the  consideration  paid,  Including  any  non-cash  assets  transferred  or  liabilities  assumed,  is  recognised 
in  surplus  or  deficit  Any  liabilities  that  ate  waived,  forgiven  or  assumed  by  another  municipality  by  way  of  a  non-exchange 
transaction  ate  accounted  for  in  accordance  with  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Revenue  from  Non-exchange  Transactions 
(Taxes  and  Transfers). 

Presentation 

Interest  relating  to  a  financial  instrument  or  a  component  that  is  a  financial  liability  is  recognised  as  revenue  or  expense  in 
surplus  or  deficit. 

Dividends  or  similar  distributions  relating  to  a  financial  instrument  or  a  component  that  is  a  financial  liability  is  recognised  as 
revenue  or  expense  in  surplus  or  deficit. 

Losses  and  gains  relating  to  a  financial  instrument  or  a  component  that  is  a  financial  liability  is  recognised  as  revenue  or 
expense  in  surplus  or  deficit. 

Distributions  to  holders  of  residual  Interests  are  recognised  by  the  municipality  directly  in  net  assets.  Transaction  costs 
Incurred  on  residual  interests  are  accounted  for  as  a  deduction  from  net  assets.  Income  tax  [where  applicable]  relating  to 
distributions  to  holders  of  residual  interests  and  to  transaction  costs  incurred  on  residual  interests  are  accounted  for  in 
accordance  with  the  International  Accounting  Standard  on  Income  Taxes. 

A  financial  asset  and  a  financial  liability  are  only  offset  and  the  net  amount  presented  in  the  statement  of  financial  position 
when  the  municipality  currently  has  a  legally  enforceable  right  to  set  off  the  recognised  amounts  and  Intends  either  to  settle 
on  a  net  basis,  or  to  realise  the  asset  and  settle  the  liability  simultaneously. 

In  accounting  for  a  transfer  of  a  financial  asset  that  does  not  qualify  for  derecognition,  the  municipality  does  not  offoet  the 
transferred  asset  and  the  associated  liability. 

1.10  Value  added  tax 

The  municipality  accounts  for  Value  Added  Tax  (VAT)  on  a  cash  basis.  The  municipality  is  liable  to  account  for  VAT  at  the 
standard  rate  (15%)  in  terms  of  section  7  (1 )  (a)  of  the  VAT  Act,  in  respect  of  the  supply  of  goods  or  services  except  where 
the  supplies  are  specifically  zero  -  rated  in  terms  of  section  11,  exempted  in  terms  of  section  12  of  the  VAT  Act  or  out  of 
scope  for  VAT  purposes.  The  timing  of  payments  to  /  from  the  South  African  Revenue  Service  is  on  the  twenty  fifth  day  of 
each  of  the  twelve  months  of  the  financial  year. 

1.11  Leases 

A  lease  is  classified  as  a  finance  lease  if  it  transfers  substantially  all  the  risks  and  rewards  incidental  to  ownership.  A  lease 
is  classified  as  an  operating  lease  if  it  does  not  transfer  substantially  all  the  risks  and  rewards  Incidental  to  ownership. 

When  a  lease  includes  both  land  and  buildings  elements,  the  entity  assesses  the  classification  of  each  element  separately. 

Finance  leases  -  lessor 

The  municipality  recognises  finance  lease  receivables  as  assets  on  the  statement  of  financial  position.  Such  assets  are 
presented  as  a  receivable  at  an  amount  equal  to  the  net  investment  in  the  lease. 

Finance  revenue  is  recognised  based  on  a  pattern  reflecting  a  constant  periodic  rate  of  return  on  the  municipality’s  net 
investment  in  the  finance  lease. 
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1.11  Leasee  (continued) 

Finance  leasee  -  lessee 

Finance  leases  are  recognised  as  assets  and  iiabilities  in  the  statement  of  financial  position  at  amounts  equal  to  the  foir 
value  of  the  leased  property  or,  if  lower,  the  present  value  of  the  minimum  lease  payments.  The  corresponding  liability  to 
the  iessor  Is  Included  in  the  statement  of  financial  position  as  a  finance  lease  obligation. 

The  discount  rate  used  In  calculating  the  present  value  of  the  minimum  lease  payments  is  the  8.5%.. 

Minimum  lease  payments  are  apportioned  between  the  finance  charge  and  reduction  of  the  outstanding  liability.  The 
finance  charge  is  allocated  to  each  period  during  the  lease  term  so  as  to  produce  a  constant  periodic  rate  of  on  the 
remaining  balance  of  the  liability. 

Any  contingent  rents  are  expensed  in  the  period  In  which  they  are  Incurred. 

Operating  leases  -  lessor 

Operating  lease  revenue  is  recognised  as  revenue  on  a  straight-line  basis  over  the  lease  term.  The  difference  between  the 
amounts  recognised  as  revenue  and  the  contractual  receipts  are  recognised  as  an  operating  lease  asset  or  liability. 

Initiai  direct  costs  incurred  in  negotiating  and  arranging  operating  leases  are  added  to  the  carrying  amount  of  the  leased 
asset  and  recognised  as  an  expense  over  the  lease  term  on  the  same  basis  as  the  lease  revenue. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  incentives  is  recognised  as  a  reduction  of  rental  revenue  over  the  lease  term  on  a  straight-line  basis. 

Income  for  leases  is  disclosed  under  revenue  in  statement  of  financial  performance. 

Operating  leases  >  lessee 

Operating  lease  payments  are  recognised  as  an  expense  on  a  straight-line  basis  over  the  lease  term.  The  difference 
between  the  amounts  recognised  as  an  expense  and  the  contractual  payments  are  recognised  as  an  operating  lease  asset 
or  liability. 

1.12  Inventories 

Inventories  are  initially  measured  at  cost  except  where  inventories  are  acquired  through  a  non-exchange  transaction,  then 
their  costs  are  their  foir  value  as  at  the  date  of  acquisition. 

Subsequently  inventories  are  measured  at  the  lower  of  cost  and  net  realisable  value. 

Inventories  ate  measured  at  the  lower  of  cost  and  current  replacement  cost  where  they  are  held  for; 

•  distribution  at  no  charge  or  for  a  nominal  charge;  or 

•  consumption  in  the  production  process  of  goods  to  be  distributed  at  no  charge  or  for  a  nominal  charge. 

Net  realisable  value  is  the  estimated  selling  price  in  the  ordinary  course  of  operations  less  the  estimated  costs  of 
completion  and  the  estimated  costs  necessary  to  make  the  sale,  exchange  or  distribution. 

Current  replacement  cost  is  the  cost  the  municipality  incurs  to  acquire  the  asset  on  the  reporting  date. 

The  cost  of  inventories  comprises  of  all  costs  of  purchase,  costs  of  conversion  and  other  costs  incurred  in  bringing  the 
inventories  to  their  present  location  and  condition. 

The  cost  of  inventories  of  items  that  are  not  ordinarily  interchangeable  and  goods  or  services  produced  and  segregated  for 
specific  projects  Is  assigned  using  specific  Identification  of  the  individual  costs. 

The  cost  of  Inventories  is  assigned  using  the  weighted  average  cost  formula.  The  same  cost  formula  is  used  for  all 
inventories  having  a  similar  nature  and  use  to  the  municipality. 
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1.12  Inventories  (continued) 

When  inventories  are  sold,  the  carrying  amounts  of  those  inverttories  are  recognised  as  an  expense  in  the  period  In  which 
the  related  revenue  is  recognised.  If  there  is  no  related  revenue,  the  expenses  are  recognised  when  the  goods  are 
distributed,  or  related  services  are  rendered.  The  amount  of  any  write-down  of  inventories  to  net  realisable  value  or  current 
replacement  cost  and  all  losses  of  inventories  are  recognised  as  an  expense  in  the  period  the  writ^own  or  loss  occurs. 
The  amount  of  any  reversal  of  any  writs-down  of  inventories,  arising  llrem  an  Increase  in  net  realisable  value  or  current 
replacement  cost,  are  recognised  as  a  reduction  in  the  amourtt  of  Inventories  recognised  as  an  expense  in  the  period  In 
which  the  reversal  occurs. 

Water  inventory  represents  water  housed  in  dams  within  the  municipal  area  and  is  measured  at  the  lower  of  cost,  which  is 
deemed  to  be  fair  value,  and  net  realisable  value.  In  the  absence  of  a  market  that  trades  in  water  outside  of  local 
government  the  fair  value  utilised  to  quantify  water  inventory  is  based  on  the  unit  reference  value.  The  unit  reference  value 
Is  determined  by  a  fonnula  that  is  utilised  in  the  engineering  department  to  calculate  the  development  cost  of  new  water 
resources. 

The  water  levels  in  the  dams  are  based  on  cubic  meter  capacity  taking  into  account  the  capacity  of  the  dam,  based  on  land 
surveying  reports  and  the  curve  of  the  dam.  Readings  of  water  levels  are  taken  at  year-end,  which  is  quantified  at  the  above 
fair  value.  Water  and  purified  effluent  are  measured  at  the  tower  of  purified  cost  and  net  realisable  value  insofer  as  it  is 
stored  and  controlled  in  resenroirs  at  year-end. 

1.13  Impairment  of  cash-generating  assets 

Cash-generating  assets  are  assets  used  with  the  ol^eclive  of  generating  a  commercial  return.  An  asset  that  generates  a 
commercial  return  means  that  positive  cash  flows  are  expected  to  be  significantly  higher  than  the  cost  of  the  asset. 

Impairment  is  a  loss  in  the  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  of  an  asset,  over  and  above  the  systematic 
recognition  of  the  loss  of  the  asset's  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  through  depreciation  (amortisation). 

Carrying  amount  is  the  amount  at  which  an  asset  Is  recognised  in  the  statement  of  financial  position  after  deducting  any 
accumulated  depreciation  and  accumulated  impairment  losses  thereon. 

A  cash-generating  unit  is  the  smallest  Identifiable  group  of  assets  used  with  the  objective  of  generating  a  commercial  return 
that  generates  cash  inflows  from  continuing  use  that  are  largely  Independent  of  the  cash  inflows  from  other  assets  or 
groups  of  assets. 

Costs  of  disposal  are  incremental  costs  directly  attributable  to  the  disposal  of  an  asset,  excluding  finance  costs  and  income 
tax  expense. 

Depreciation  (Amortisation)  is  the  systematic  allocation  of  the  depreciable  amount  of  an  asset  over  its  useful  life. 

Fair  value  less  costs  to  sell  is  the  amount  obtainable  from  the  sale  of  an  asset  in  an  arm's  length  transaction  between 
knowledgeable,  willing  parties,  less  the  costs  of  disposal. 

Recoverable  amount  of  an  asset  or  a  cash-generating  unit  Is  the  higher  its  fair  value  less  costs  to  sell  and  its  value  In  use. 
Useful  life  Is  either; 

•  the  period  of  time  over  which  an  asset  is  expected  to  be  used  by  the  municipality;  or 

•  the  number  of  production  or  similar  units  expected  to  be  obtained  from  the  asset  by  the  municipality. 

Identification 

When  the  carrying  amount  of  a  cash-generating  asset  exceeds  its  recoverable  amount,  it  is  impaired. 

The  municipality  assesses  at  each  reporting  date  whether  there  is  any  indication  that  a  cash-generating  asset  may  be 
Impaired.  If  any  such  indication  exists,  the  municipality  estimates  the  recoverable  amount  of  the  asset. 

Inespective  of  whether  there  is  any  indication  of  Impairment,  the  municipality  also  tests  a  cash-generating  intangible  asset 
with  an  indefinite  useful  life  or  a  cash-generating  intangible  asset  not  yet  available  for  use  for  impairment  annually  by 
comparing  Its  carrying  amount  with  Its  recoverable  amount  This  impairment  test  is  performed  at  the  same  time  every  year. 
If  an  intangible  asset  was  initially  recognised  during  the  current  reporting  period,  that  Intangible  asset  was  tested  for 
impalnnent  before  the  end  of  the  cunent  reporting  period. 
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1.13  Impairment  of  cash-generating  aaaete  (continued) 

Basle  for  eatimates  of  future  cash  flows 

In  measuring  value  in  use  the  municipality; 

•  base  cash  flow  projedione  on  reasonable  and  supportable  assumptions  that  represent  managemenirs  best 
estimate  of  the  range  of  economic  conditions  that  will  exist  over  the  remaining  useful  life  of  the  asset  Greater 
weight  is  given  to  external  evidence; 

•  base  cash  flow  projections  on  the  most  recent  approved  financial  budgets/forecasts,  but  excludes  any  estimated 
future  cash  Inflows  or  outflows  expected  to  arise  from  future  restructuring's  or  from  improving  or  enhancing  the 
assefs  performance.  Projections  based  on  these  budgets/forecasts  covers  a  maximum  period  of  five  years, 
unless  a  longer  period  can  be  justified;  and 

•  estimate  cash  flow  projections  beyond  the  period  covered  by  the  most  recent  budgets/forecasts  by  extrapolating 
the  projeclions  based  on  the  budgetsffbrecasts  using  a  steady  or  declining  growth  rate  for  subsequent  years, 
unless  an  increasing  rate  can  be  Justified.  This  growth  rate  does  not  exceed  the  long-term  average  gro^h  rate 
for  the  products,  industries,  or  country  or  countries  in  which  the  entity  operates,  or  for  the  market  in  which  the 
asset  is  used,  unless  a  higher  rate  can  be  Justified. 

Composition  of  eetimatae  of  future  cash  flows 

Estimates  of  future  cash  flows  include; 

■  projections  of  cash  Inflows  from  the  continuing  use  of  the  asset; 

■  projeclions  of  cash  outflows  that  are  necessarily  Incurred  to  generate  the  cash  inflows  from  continuing  use  of  the 
asset  (including  cash  outflows  to  prepare  the  asset  for  use)  and  can  be  directly  attributed,  or  allocated  on  a 
reasonable  and  consistent  basis,  to  the  asset;  and 

•  net  cash  flows,  if  any,  to  be  received  (or  paid)  for  the  disposal  of  the  asset  at  the  end  of  its  useful  life. 

Estimates  of  future  cash  flows  exclude; 

•  cash  inflows  or  outflows  from  financing  activities;  and 

■  Income  tax  receipts  or  payments. 

The  estimate  of  net  cash  flows  to  be  received  (or  paid)  for  the  disposal  of  an  asset  at  the  end  of  its  usefol  life  Is  the  amount 
that  the  municipality  expects  to  obtain  from  the  disposal  of  the  asset  in  an  arm's  length  transaction  between  knowledgeable, 
willing  parties,  after  deducting  the  estimated  costs  of  disposal. 

Recognition  and  measurement  (Individual  aeset) 

if  the  recoverable  amount  of  a  cash-genaratlng  asset  Is  less  than  its  carrying  amount  the  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  is 
reduced  to  its  recoverable  amount  This  reduction  Is  an  impairment  loss. 

An  impairment  loss  is  recognised  immediately  in  surplus  or  deficit 

Any  Impairment  loss  of  a  revalued  cash-generating  asset  is  treated  as  a  revaluation  decrease. 

When  the  amount  estimated  for  an  impairment  loss  is  greater  than  the  carrying  amount  <rf  the  cash-generating  asset  to 
which  it  relates,  the  municipality  recognises  a  liability  only  to  the  extent  that  is  a  requirement  in  the  Standard  of  GRAP. 

After  the  recognition  of  an  Impairment  loss,  the  depreciation  (amortisation)  charge  for  the  cash-generating  asset  is  adjusted 
in  future  periods  to  allocate  the  cash-generating  asset's  revised  carrying  amount,  less  its  residual  value  (if  any),  on  a 
systematic  basis  over  Its  remaining  useful  life.

Cash-generating  units 

If  there  Is  any  Indication  that  an  asset  may  be  impaired,  the  recoverable  amount  is  estimated  for  the  individual  asset  If  it  is 
not  possible  to  estimate  the  recoverable  amount  of  the  individual  asset,  the  municipalily  determines  the  recoverable  amount 
of  the  cash-generating  unit  to  which  the  asset  belongs  (the  assets  cash-generating  unit). 

If  an  active  market  exists  for  the  output  produced  by  an  asset  or  group  of  assets,  that  asMt  or  group  of  assets  is  identifled 
as  a  cash-generating  unit,  even  if  some  or  all  of  the  output  Is  used  internally.  If  the  cash  inflows  generated  by  any  asset  or 
cash-generating  unit  are  affected  by  internal  transfer  pricing,  the  municipality  use  management's  best  estimate  of  future 
price(s)  that  could  be  achieved  in  arm's  length  transactions  In  estimating: 

•  the  future  cash  inflows  used  to  determine  the  assets  or  cash-generating  unit's  value  in  use;  and 

•  the  future  cash  outflows  used  to  detennine  the  value  In  use  of  any  other  assets  or  cash-generating  units  that  are 
affected  by  the  internal  transfer  pricing. 

Cash-generating  units  are  identifled  consistently  from  period  to  period  for  the  same  asset  or  types  of  assets,  unless  a 
change  is  justified. 

The  carrying  amount  of  a  cash-generating  unit  is  determined  on  a  basis  consistent  with  the  way  the  recoverable  amount  of 
the  cash-generating  unit  is  determined. 

An  impairment  loss  is  recognised  for  a  cash-generating  unit  If  the  recoverable  amount  of  the  unit  is  less  than  the  carrying 
amount  of  the  unit.  The  impairment  Is  allocated  to  reduce  the  carrying  amount  ofthe  cash-gener^ng  assets  of  the  unit  on  a 
pro  rata  basis,  based  on  the  carrying  amount  of  each  asset  In  the  unit.  These  reductions  in  carrying  amounts  are  treated  as 
impainnent  losses  on  individual  assets. 

In  allocating  an  impairment  loss,  the  entity  does  not  reduce  the  carrying  amount  of  an  asset  below  the  highest  of:

Reveraal  of  Impairment  looe 

The  munidpality  assesses  at  each  reporting  date  whether  there  is  any  indication  that  an  impairment  loss  recognised  in  prior 
periods  for  a  cash-generating  asset  may  no  longer  exist  or  may  have  decreased.  If  any  such  indication  exists,  the  entity 
estimates  the  recoverable  amount  of  that  asset. 

An  impairment  loss  recognised  in  prior  periods  for  a  cash-generating  asset  is  reversed  if  there  has  been  a  change  in  the 
estimates  used  to  determine  the  asset's  recoverable  amount  since  the  last  impairment  loss  was  rsoognised.  The  carrying 
amount  of  the  asset  Is  Increased  to  its  recoverable  amount.  The  increase  is  a  reversal  of  an  impairment  loss.  The  Increased 
carrying  amount  of  an  asset  attributable  to  a  reversal  of  an  impairment  loss  does  not  exceed  the  carrying  amount  that  would 
have  been  determined  (net  of  depreciation  or  amortisation)  had  no  impairment  loss  been  recognised  for  the  asset  in  prior 
periods. 

A  reversal  of  an  impaimient  loss  for  a  cash-generating  asset  Is  recognised  Immediately  In  surplus  or  defidt. 

Any  reversal  of  an  impairment  loss  of  a  revalued  cash-generating  asset  Is  treated  as  a  revaluation  increase. 

After  a  reversal  of  an  Impairment  loss  Is  recognised,  the  depredation  (amortisation)  charge  for  the  cash-generating  asset  is 
adjusted  in  future  periods  to  allocate  the  cash-generating  asset’s  revised  carrying  amount,  less  its  residual  value  (if  any),  on 
a  systematic  basis  over  its  remaining  useful  life. 

A  reversal  of  an  impairment  loss  for  a  cash-generating  unit  is  allocated  to  the  cash-generating  assets  of  the  unit  pro  rata 
with  the  carrying  amounts  of  those  assets.  These  increases  in  carrying  amounts  are  treated  as  reversals  of  irnpairment 
losses  for  individual  assets.  No  part  of  the  amount  of  such  a  reversal  is  allocated  to  a  non-cash-generating  asset 
contributing  service  potential  to  a  cash-generating  unit.

The  amount  of  the  reversal  of  the  impairment  loss  that  would  otherwise  have  been  allocated  to  the  asset  is  allocated  pro 
rata  to  the  other  assets  of  the  unit. 

Redesignation 

The  redesignation  of  assets  from  a  cash-generating  asset  to  a  non-cash^^eneratlng  asset  or  fforti  a  non-cash-generating 
asset  to  a  cash-generating  asset  only  occur  when  there  is  dear  evidence  that  such  a  redesignation  is  appropriate. 

1 .14  Impairment  of  non-cash-generating  assets 

Non-cash-generating  assets  are  assets  other  than  cash-generating  assets. 

Impairment  is  a  loss  In  the  future  economic  benefits  or  sendee  potential  of  an  asset,  over  and  above  the  systemafic 
recognition  of  the  loss  of  the  asset's  future  economic  benefits  or  sen/ice  potential  through  depreciation  (amortisation). 

Carrying  amount  is  the  amount  at  which  an  asset  is  recognised  In  the  statement  of  financial  position  after  deducting  any 
accumulated  depredation  and  accumulated  Impairment  losses  thereon. 

A  cash-generating  unit  is  the  smallest  Identifiable  group  of  assets  used  with  the  objective  of  generating  a  commercial  return 
that  generates  cash  inflows  from  continuing  use  that  are  largely  Independent  of  the  cash  Inflows  from  other  assets  or 
groups  of  assets. 

Costs  of  disposal  are  incremental  costs  directly  attributable  to  the  disposal  of  an  asset,  excluding  finance  costs  and  Income 
tax  expense. 

Depredation  (Amortisation)  is  the  systematic  allocation  of  the  depredable  amount  of  an  asset  over  its  useful  life. 

Fair  value  less  costs  to  sell  is  the  amount  obtainable  from  the  sale  of  an  asset  in  an  arm's  length  transaction  between 
knowledgeable,  willing  parties,  less  the  costs  of  disposal.

Recoverable  service  amount  is  the  higher  of  a  non-cash>generating  asset's  fair  value  less  costs  to  sell  and  its  value  in  use. 
Useful  life  Is  either; 

•  the  period  of  time  over  which  an  asset  is  expected  to  be  used  by  the  municipality;  or 

•  the  number  of  production  or  similar  units  expected  to  be  obtain^  from  the  asset  by  the  municipality. 

Identification 

When  the  carrying  amount  of  a  non-cash-generating  asset  exceeds  its  recoverable  service  amount,  it  is  impaired. 

The  municipality  assesses  at  each  reporting  date  whether  there  is  any  indication  that  a  non-cash-generating  asset  may  be 
impaired.

Irrespective  of  whether  there  is  any  indication  of  impairment,  the  entity  also  tests  a  non-cash-generating  intangible  asMt 
with  an  Indefinite  useful  life  or  a  non-cash-generating  intangible  asset  not  yet  available  for  use  for  impairment  annually  by 
comparing  its  carrying  amount  with  its  recoverable  service  amount  This  Impairment  test  is  performed  at  the  same  time 
every  year.  If  an  intangible  asset  was  initially  recognised  during  the  current  reporting  period,  that  intangible  asset  was 
tested  for  impainnent  before  the  end  of  the  current  reporting  period. 

Recognition  and  measurement 

If  the  recoverable  service  amount  of  a  non-cash-generating  asset  is  less  than  its  canying  amount,  the  carrying  amount  of 
the  asset  is  reduced  to  Its  recoverable  service  amount.

An  impairment  loss  recognised  in  prior  periods  for  a  norv-cash-generating  asset  Is  reversed  if  there  has  been  a  change  In 
the  estimates  used  to  determine  the  asset’s  recoverable  service  amount  since  the  last  impairment  loss  was  recognised. 
The  carrying  amount  of  the  asset  is  increased  to  Its  recoverable  service  amount  The  increase  Is  a  reversal  of  an 
impairment  loss.  The  Increased  carrying  amount  of  an  asset  attributable  to  a  reversal  of  an  Impairment  loss  does  not 
exceed  the  carrying  amount  that  would  have  been  determined  (net  of  depreciation  or  amortisation)  had  no  Impairment  loss 
been  recognised  for  the  asset  in  prior  periods. 

A  reversal  of  an  impairment  loss  for  a  non-cash-generating  asset  is  recognised  immediately  In  surplus  or  deficit 

Any  reversal  of  an  impairment  loss  of  a  revalued  non-cash-generating  asset  Is  treated  as  a  revaluation  Increase. 

After  a  reversal  of  an  Impairment  loss  Is  recognised,  the  depreciation  (amortisation)  charge  for  the  non-cash-genereting 
asset  is  adjusted  in  future  periods  to  allocate  the  non-cash-generating  asset's  revised  carrying  amount,  less  its  residual 
value  (if  any),  on  a  systematic  basis  over  Its  remaining  useftil  life. 

Redesignatlon 

The  redesignation  of  assets  from  a  cash-generating  asset  to  a  non-cash-generating  asset  or  frorri  a  non-cash-generating 
asset  to  a  cash-generating  asset  only  occur  when  there  is  clear  evidence  that  such  a  redesignatlon  is  appropriate. 
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1.15  Employee  beneflte 

Employee  benefits  are  all  forms  of  consideration  given  by  an  municipality  in  exchange  for  service  rendered  by  employees. 

A  qualifying  insurance  policy  Is  an  insurance  policy  issued  by  an  insurer  that  is  not  a  related  party  (as  defined  In  the 
Standard  of  6RAP  on  Related  Party  Disclosures)  of  the  reporting  municipality,  if  the  proceeds  of  the  policy  can  be  used 
only  to  pay  or  fond  employee  benefits  under  a  defined  benefit  plan  and  are  not  available  to  the  reporting  municipality's  own 
creditors  (even  in  liquidation)  and  cannot  be  paid  to  the  reporting  municipality,  unless  either 

•  the  proceeds  represent  surplus  assets  that  are  not  needed  for  the  policy  to  meet  all  the  related  employee  benefit 
obligations;  or 

•  the  proceeds  are  returned  to  the  reporting  municipality  to  reimburse  it  for  employee  benefits  already  paid. 

Termination  benefits  are  employee  benefits  payable  as  a  result  of  either: 

•  an  municipality's  decision  to  terminate  an  employee's  employment  before  the  nomnal  retirement  dale;  or 

•  an  employee's  decision  to  accept  voluntary  redundancy  in  exchange  for  those  benefits. 

Other  long-term  employee  benefits  are  employee  benefits  (other  than  post-employment  benefits  and  termination  benefits) 
that  are  not  due  to  be  settled  within  ttvelve  months  after  the  end  of  the  period  in  which  the  employees  render  the  related 
service. 

Vested  employee  benefits  are  employee  benefits  that  are  not  conditional  on  future  employment. 

Composite  social  security  programmes  are  established  by  legislation  and  operate  as  multi-employer  plans  to  provide  post¬ 
employment  benefits  as  well  as  to  provide  benefits  that  are  not  consideration  in  exchange  for  service  rendered  by 
employees. 

A  constructive  obligetion  is  an  obligation  that  derives  firom  an  municipality's  actions  where  by  an  established  pattern  of  past 
practice,  published  policies  or  a  sufficiently  specific  current  statement,  the  municipality  has  indicated  to  other  parties  that  It 
will  accept  certain  responsibilities  and  as  a  result,  the  municipality  has  created  a  valid  expectation  on  the  part  of  those  other 
parties  that  it  will  discharge  those  responsibilities. 

Shortterm  employee  beneflta 

Short-term  employee  benefits  are  employee  benefits  (other  than  termination  benefits)  that  are  due  to  be  settled  within 
twelve  months  after  the  end  of  the  period  in  which  the  employees  render  the  related  senrice. 

Short-term  employee  benefits  Include  items  such  as: 

•  wages,  salaries  and  social  security  contributions; 

■  short-term  compensated  absences  (such  as  paid  annual  leave  and  paid  sick  leave)  where  the  compensafion  for 
the  absences  Is  due  to  be  settled  within  twelve  months  after  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  in  which  the 
employees  render  the  related  employee  service; 

•  bonus,  incentive  and  performance  related  payments  payable  within  twelve  months  after  the  end  of  the  reporting 
period  in  which  the  employees  render  the  related  service;  and 

•  non-monetary  benefits  (for  example,  medical  care,  and  free  or  subsidised  goods  or  services  such  as  housing, 
care  and  cellphones)  for  current  employees. 

When  an  employee  has  rendered  service  to  the  entity  during  a  reporting  period,  the  entity  recognise  the  undiscounted 
amount  of  short-term  employee  benefits  expected  to  be  paid  in  exchange  for  that  senrice: 

•  as  a  liability  (accrued  expense),  after  deducting  any  amount  already  paid.  If  the  amount  already  paid  exceeds  the 
undiscounted  amount  of  the  benefits,  the  municipality  recognise  that  excess  as  an  asset  (prepaid  expense)  to 
the  extent  that  the  prepayment  vwll  lead  to,  for  example,  a  reduction  In  future  payments  or  a  cash  refond;  and 

•  as  an  expense,  unless  another  Standard  requires  or  permits  the  inclusion  of  the  benefits  in  the  cost  of  an  asset. 

The  expected  cost  of  compensated  absences  is  recognised  as  an  expense  as  the  employees  render  services  that  Increase 
their  entitlement  or,  in  the  case  of  non-accumulating  absences,  when  the  absence  occurs.  The  municipality  measures  the 
expected  cost  of  accumulating  compensated  absences  as  the  additional  amount  that  the  entity  expects  to  pay  as  a  result  of 
the  unused  entitlement  that  has  accumulated  at  the  reporting  date. 

The  entity  recognise  the  expected  cost  of  bonus,  incentive  and  performance  related  payments  when  the  municipality  has  a 
present  legal  or  constructive  obligation  to  make  such  payments  as  a  result  of  past  events  and  a  reliable  estimate  of  the 
obligation  can  be  made.  A  present  obligation  exists  when  the  entity  has  no  realistic  alternative  but  to  make  the  payments. 
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1.15  EmployM  benefit*  (continued) 

Poet-employment  benefits 

Post-employment  benefits  are  employee  benefits  (other  than  termination  benefits)  which  are  payabie  after  the  completion  of 
employment 

Post-employment  benefit  plans  are  formal  or  informal  arrangements  under  which  an  municipality  provides  post-employment 
benefits  for  one  or  more  employees. 

Multi-employer  plans  are  defined  contribution  plans  (other  than  state  plans  and  composite  social  security  programmes)  or 
defined  benefit  plans  (other  than  state  plans)  that  pool  the  assets  contributed  by  various  entities  that  are  not  under  common 
control  and  use  those  assets  to  provide  benefits  to  employees  of  more  than  one  entity,  on  the  basis  that  contribution  and 
benefit  levels  are  determined  without  regard  to  the  identity  of  the  entity  that  employs  the  employees  concerned. 
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1.16  Employee  benefits  (continued) 

Post<employment  benefits:  Defined  benefit  plans 

Defined  benefit  plans  are  post-employment  benefit  plans  other  than  defined  contribution  plans. 

Actuarial  gains  and  losses  comprise  experience  adjustments  (the  effects  of  differences  between  the  previous  actuarial 
assumptions  and  what  has  actually  occurred)  and  the  effects  of  changes  in  actuarial  assumptions.  In  measuring  its  defined 
benefit  liability  the  municipaiity  recognise  actuarial  gains  and  losses  in  surplus  or  deficit  in  the  reporting  period  in  which  they 
occur. 

Assets  held  by  a  long-temn  employee  benefit  fund  are  assets  (other  than  non-transferable  financial  instmments  issued  ^ 
the  reporting  municipality)  that  are  held  by  an  municipality  (a  fund)  that  is  legally  separate  from  the  reporting  municipality 
and  exists  solely  to  pay  or  fund  employee  benefits  and  are  available  to  be  used  only  to  pay  or  fund  employee  benefits,  are 
not  available  to  the  reporting  municipality's  own  creditors  (even  in  liquidation),  and  cannot  be  returned  to  the  reporting 
municipality,  unless  either  ,...1 

•  the  remaining  assets  of  the  fund  are  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  related  employee  benefit  obligations  of  the  plan  or 
the  reporting  municipality;  or 

•  the  assets  are  returned  to  the  reporting  municipality  to  reimburse  it  for  employee  benefits  already  paid. 

Current  service  cost  Is  the  increase  in  the  present  value  of  the  defined  benefit  obligation  resulting  from  employee  service  in 
the  current  period. 

Interest  cost  is  the  Increase  during  a  period  In  the  present  value  of  a  defined  benefit  obligation  which  arises  because  the 
benefits  are  one  peri^  closer  to  settlement. 

Past  service  cost  is  the  change  in  the  present  value  of  the  defined  benefit  obligation  for  employee  service  in  prior  periods, 
resulting  in  the  current  period  from  the  Introduction  of,  or  changes  to,  post-employment  benefits  or  other  long-term 
employee  benefits.  Past  service  cost  may  be  either  positive  (when  benefits  are  introduced  or  changed  so  that  the  present 
value  of  the  defined  benefit  obligation  increases)  or  negative  (when  existing  benefits  are  changed  so  that  the  present  value 
of  the  defined  benefit  obligation  decreases).  In  measuring  ita  defined  benefit  liability  the  entity  recognise  past  service  cost 
as  an  expense  In  the  reporting  period  in  which  the  plan  Is  amended. 

Plan  assets  comprise  assets  held  by  a  long-term  employee  benefit  fund  and  qualifying  insurance  policies. 

The  present  value  of  a  defined  benefit  obligation  is  the  present  value,  without  deducting  any  plan  assets,  of  expected  future 
payments  required  to  settle  the  obligation  resulting  from  employee  service  in  the  current  and  prior  periods. 

The  return  on  plan  assets  is  Interest,  dividends  or  similar  distributions  and  other  revenue  derived  from  the  plan  assets, 
together  with  realised  and  unrealised  gains  or  losses  on  the  plan  assets,  less  any  costs  of  administering  the  plan  (oth^ 
than  those  included  in  the  actuarial  assumptions  used  to  measure  the  defined  benefit  obligation)  and  less  any  tax  payable 
by  the  plan  itself. 

The  municipality  account  not  only  for  its  legal  obligation  under  the  formal  terms  of  a  defined  benefit  plan,  but  also  for  any 
constmctive  obligation  that  arises  from  the  municipality’s  informal  practices.  Informal  practices  give  rise  to  a  constructjve 
obligation  where  the  municipality  has  no  realistic  alternative  but  to  pay  employee  benefits.  An  example  of  a  consfructive 
obligation  is  where  a  change  in  the  municipality's  informal  practices  would  cause  unacceptable  damage  to  Its  relationship 
with  employees. 

The  amount  recognised  as  a  defined  benefit  liability  Is  the  net  total  of  the  following  amounts: 

•  the  present  value  of  the  defined  benefit  obligation  at  the  reporting  date; 

•  minus  the  fair  value  at  the  reporting  date  of  plan  assets  (if  any)  out  of  which  the  obligations  are  to  be  settled 
directly; 

•  plus  any  liability  that  may  arise  as  a  result  of  a  minimum  funding  requirement 

The  amount  determined  as  a  defined  benefit  liability  may  be  negative  (an  asset).  The  municipality  measures  the  resulting 
asset  at  the  lower  oft 

•  the  amount  determined  above:  and 

•  the  present  value  of  any  economic  benefits  available  in  the  form  of  reftjnds  from  the  plan  or  reductions  in  future 
contributions  to  the  plan.  The  present  value  of  these  economic  benefits  is  determined  using  a  discount  rate  which 
reflects  the  time  value  of  money. 

Any  adjustments  arising  from  the  limit  above  is  recognised  In  surplus  or  deficit. 
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1.1S  Employee  beneflta  (continued) 

The  municipality  determines  the  present  value  of  defined  benefit  obligations  and  the  fair  value  of  any  plan  assets  with 
sufficient  regularity  such  that  the  amounts  recognised  in  the  annual  financial  statements  do  not  differ  materially  from  the 
amounts  that  would  be  determined  at  the  reporting  date. 

The  municipality  recognises  the  net  total  of  the  following  amounts  in  surplus  or  deficit,  except  to  the  extent  that  another 
Standard  requires  or  permits  their  inclusion  in  the  cost  of  an  asset; 

•  current  service  cost; 

•  interest  cost; 

•  the  expected  return  on  any  plan  assets  and  on  any  reimbursement  rights; 

•  actuarial  gains  and  losses; 

•  past  service  cost; 

•  the  effect  of  any  curtailments  or  settlements;  and 

•  the  effect  of  applying  the  limit  on  a  defined  benefit  asset  (negative  defined  benefit  liability). 

The  municipality  uses  the  Projected  Unit  Credit  Method  to  determine  the  present  value  of  its  defined  benefit  obligations  and 
the  related  current  service  cost  and,  where  applicable,  past  service  cost.  The  Projected  Unit  Credit  Method  (sometimes 
known  as  the  accroed  benefit  method  pro-rated  on  service  or  as  the  benetit/years  of  service  method)  sees  each  period  of 
service  as  giving  rise  to  an  additional  unit  of  benefit  entitlement  and  measures  each  unit  separately  to  build  up  the  final 
obligation. 

In  determining  the  present  value  of  its  defined  benefit  obligations  and  the  related  current  service  cost  and,  where 
applicable,  past  service  cost  an  municipality  shall  attribute  benefit  to  periods  of  senrioe  under  the  plan's  benefit  formula. 
However,  If  an  employee's  service  in  later  years  will  lead  to  a  materially  higher  level  of  benefit  than  in  earlier  years,  an  entity 
shall  attribute  benefit  on  a  straight-line  basis  from; 

•  the  date  when  service  by  the  employee  first  leads  to  benefits  under  the  plan  (whether  or  not  the  benefits  are 
conditional  on  further  service);  until 

•  the  date  when  further  service  by  the  employee  will  lead  to  no  material  amount  of  further  benefits  under  the  plan, 
other  than  from  further  salary  increases. 

Actuarial  valuations  are  conducted  on  an  annual  basis  by  independent  actuaries  separctely  for  each  plan.  The  results  of  the 
valuation  are  updated  for  any  material  transactions  and  other  material  changes  in  circumstances  (including  changes  in 
market  prices  and  interest  rates)  up  to  the  reporting  date. 

The  municipality  recognises  gains  or  losses  on  the  curtailment  or  settlement  of  a  defined  benefit  plan  when  the  curtailment 
or  settlement  occurs.  The  gain  or  loss  on  a  curtailment  or  settlement  comprises; 

•  any  resulting  change  in  the  present  value  of  the  defined  benefit  obligation;  and 

•  any  resulting  change  in  the  fair  value  of  the  plan  assets. 

Before  determining  the  effect  of  a  curtailment  or  settlement,  the  municipality  re-measure  the  obligation  (and  the  related  plan 
assets,  If  any)  using  current  actuarial  assumptions  (including  current  market  interest  rates  and  other  currant  market  prices). 

When  it  is  virtually  certain  that  another  party  will  reimburse  some  or  all  of  the  expenditure  required  to  settle  a  defined  benefit 
obligation,  the  right  to  reimbursement  is  recognised  as  a  separate  asset.  The  asset  is  measured  at  fair,  value.  In  all  other 
respects,  the  asset  is  treated  in  the  same  way  as  plan  assets.  In  surplus  or  deficit  the  expense  relating  to  a  defined  benefit 
plan  Is  [OR  is  not]  presented  as  the  net  of  the  amount  recognised  for  a  reimbursement 

The  municipality  offsets  an  asset  relating  to  one  plan  against  a  liability  relating  to  another  plan  when  the  municipality  has  a 
legally  enforceable  right  to  use  a  surplus  in  one  plan  to  settle  obligations  under  the  other  plan  and  intends  either  to  settle 
the  obligations  on  a  net  basis,  or  to  realise  the  surplus  in  one  plan  and  settle  its  obligation  under  the  other  plan 
simultaneously. 
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1.15  Employee  benefita  (continued) 

Actuarial  aaeumptlona 

Actuarial  assumptions  are  unbiased  and  mutually  compatible. 

Financial  assumptions  are  based  on  market  expectations,  at  the  reporting  date,  for  the  period  over  which  the  obligations  are 
to  be  setHed. 

The  rate  used  to  discount  post-employment  benefit  obligations  (both  funded  and  unfunded)  reflect  the  lime  value  of  money. 
The  currency  and  term  of  the  financial  instrument  selected  to  reflect  the  time  value  of  money  is  consistent  with  the  currency 
and  estimated  term  of  the  post-employment  benefit  obligations. 

Post-employment  benefit  obligations  are  measured  on  a  basis  that  reflects; 

•  estimated  future  salary  Increases; 

•  the  benefits  set  out  in  the  terms  of  the  plan  (or  resulting  from  any  constructive  obligafion  that  goes  beyond  those 
terms)  at  the  reporting  date;  and 

•  estimated  future  changes  in  the  level  of  any  state  benefits  that  affect  the  benefits  payable  under  a  defined  benefit 
plan.  If,  and  only  if,  either; 

•  those  changes  were  enacted  before  the  reporting  date;  or 

•  past  history,  or  other  reliable  evidence,  Indicates  that  those  state  benefits  will  change  in  some  predictable 
manner,  for  example.  In  line  with  future  changes  in  general  price  levels  or  general  salary  levels. 

Assumptions  about  medical  costs  take  account  of  estimated  future  changes  in  the  cost  of  medical  services,  resultirig  from 
both  inflation  and  specific  changes  in  medical  costs.  An  actuarial  valuation  was  performed  and  a  liability  was  determined  as 
a  result  of  the  valuation.  The  actuarial  valuation  will  be  revised  on  a  annual  basis. 

Other  post  retirement  obligations 

The  municipality  provides  post-retirement  health  care  benefits,  upon  retirement  to  some  retirees. 

The  entitlement  to  post-retirement  health  care  benefits  is  based  on  the  employee  remaining  In  service  up  to  retirement  age 
and  the  completion  of  a  minimum  service  period.  The  expected  costs  of  these  benefits  are  accrued  over  the  period  of 
employment  Independent  qualified  actuaries  carry  out  valuations  of  these  obligations.  The  municipality  also  provides  a 
gratuity  and  housing  subsidy  on  retirement  to  certain  employees.  An  annual  charge  to  income  is  made  to  cover  both  these 
liabilities. 

The  amount  recognised  as  a  liability  for  other  long-term  employee  benefits  is  the  net  total  of  the  following  amounts; 

•  the  present  value  of  the  defined  benefit  obligation  at  the  reporting  date; 

•  minus  the  fair  value  at  the  reporting  date  of  plan  assets  (if  any)  out  of  which  the  obligations  are  to  be  settled 
directly. 

The  municipality  shall  recognise  the  net  total  of  the  following  amounts  as  expense  or  revenue,  except  to  the  extent  that 
another  Standard  requires  or  permits  their  inclusion  In  the  cost  of  an  asset; 

•  current  service  cost; 

■  interest  cost; 

•  the  expected  return  on  any  plan  assets  and  on  any  reimbursement  right  recognised  as  an  asset; 

•  actuarial  gains  and  losses,  which  shall  all  be  rei^nlsed  immediately; 

•  past  service  cost,  which  shall  all  be  recognised  immediately;  and 

•  the  effect  of  any  curtailments  or  settlements. 
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1.15  Employee  benefits  (continued) 

Termination  benefits 

The  municipality  recognises  termination  benefits  as  a  liability  and  an  expense  when  the  entity  is  demonstrably  committed  to 
either 

•  terminate  the  employment  of  an  employee  or  group  of  employees  before  the  normal  retirement  date;  or 

•  provide  termination  benefits  as  a  result  of  an  offer  made  in  order  to  encourage  voluntary  redundancy. 

The  municipality  is  demonstrably  committed  to  a  termination  when  the  entity  has  a  detailed  formal  plan  for  the  termination 
and  is  without  realistic  possibility  of  withdrawal.  The  detailed  plan  includes  [as  a  minimum]: 

•  the  location,  function,  and  approximate  number  of  employees  whose  services  are  to  be  temninated; 

•  the  temnination  benefits  for  each  Job  classification  or  function;  and 

•  the  time  at  which  the  plan  will  be  implemented. 

Implementation  begins  as  soon  as  possible  and  the  period  of  time  to  complete  implementation  is  such  that  material 
changes  to  the  plan  are  not  likely. 

Where  termination  benefits  fell  due  more  than  12  months  after  the  reporting  date,  they  are  discounted  using  an  approprtste 
discount  rate.  The  rate  used  to  discount  the  benefit  reflects  the  time  value  of  money.  The  currency  and  tomi  of  the  financial 
instrument  selected  to  reflect  the  time  value  of  money  is  consistent  with  the  currency  and  estimated  term  of  the  benefit. 

In  the  case  of  an  offer  made  to  encourage  voluntary  redundancy,  the  measurement  of  tennination  benefits  shall  be  based 
on  the  number  of  employees  expected  to  accept  the  offer. 

1.16  Provisions 

Provisions  are  recognised  when: 

•  the  municipality  has  a  present  obligation  as  a  result  of  a  past  event; 

•  it  Is  probable  that  an  outflow  of  resources  embodying  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  will  be  required  to 
settle  the  obligation;  and 

•  a  reliable  estimate  can  be  made  of  the  obligation. 

The  amount  of  a  provision  is  the  best  estimate  of  the  expenditure  expected  to  be  required  to  settle  the  present  obligation  at 
the  reporting  date. 

Where  the  effect  of  time  value  of  money  Is  material,  the  amount  of  a  provision  is  the  present  value  of  the  expenditures 
expected  to  be  required  to  settle  the  obligation. 

The  discount  rate  is  a  pre-tax  rate  that  reflects  current  market  assessments  of  the  time  value  of  money  and  the  risks 
specific  to  the  liability. 

Where  some  or  all  of  the  expenditure  required  to  settle  a  provision  is  expected  to  be  reimbursed  by  another  party,  the 
reimbursement  Is  recognised  when,  and  only  when,  It  is  virtually  certain  that  reimbursement  will  be  received  if  the 
municipality  settles  the  obligation.  The  reimbursement  is  treated  as  a  separate  asset  The  amount  recognised  for  the 
reimbursement  does  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  provision. 

Provisions  are  reviewed  at  each  reporting  date  and  adjusted  to  reflect  the  current  best  estimate.  Provisions  are  reversed  if  It 
Is  no  longer  probable  that  an  outflow  of  resources  embodying  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  will  be  required,  to 
settle  the  obligation. 

Where  discounting  is  used,  the  carrying  amount  of  a  provision  increases  in  each  period  to  reflect  the  passage  of  time.  This 
increase  is  recognised  as  an  interest  expense. 

A  provision  is  used  only  for  expenditures  for  which  the  provision  was  originally  recognised. 

Provisions  are  not  recognised  for  future  operating  surplus  (deficit). 

If  an  entity  has  a  contract  that  is  onerous,  the  present  obligation  (net  of  recoveries)  under  the  contract  is  recognised  and 
measured  as  a  provision. 
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1.16  Provlalona  (continued) 

A  constructive  obligation  to  restructure  arises  only  when  an  entity; 

•  has  a  detailed  formal  plan  for  the  restructuring,  Identifying  at  least: 

•  the  activity/operating  unit  or  part  of  an  activity/operating  unit  ooncemed; 

-  the  principal  locations  afidcted; 

-  the  location,  function,  and  approximate  number  of  employees  who  will  be  compensated  for  services  being 
temninated; 

-  the  expenditures  that  will  be  undertaken;  and 

-  when  the  plan  will  be  implemented;  and 

•  has  raised  a  valid  expectation  in  those  affected  that  it  will  carry  out  the  restructuring  by  starting  to  implement  that 
plan  or  announcing  its  main  features  to  those  affected  by  it 

A  restructuring  provision  Includes  only  the  direct  expenditures  arising  from  the  restructuring,  which  are  those  that  are  both: 

•  necessarily  entailed  by  the  restructuring;  and 

•  not  associated  with  the  ongoing  activities  of  the  municipality 

No  obligation  arises  as  a  consequence  of  the  sale  or  transfer  of  an  operation  until  the  municipality  is  committed  to  the  sale 
or  transfer,  that  is,  there  Is  a  binding  arrangement. 

After  their  initial  recognition  contingent  liabilities  recognised  in  entity  combinations  that  are  recognised  separately  are 
subsequently  measured  at  the  higher  of: 

•  the  amount  that  would  be  recognised  as  a  provision;  and 

•  the  amount  initially  recognised  less  cumulative  amortisation. 

1.17  Revenue  from  exchange  transactions 

Revenue  is  the  gross  inflow  of  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  during  the  reporting  period  when  those  inflows  result 
in  an  increase  in  net  assets,  other  than  increases  relating  to  contributions  from  owners. 

An  exchange  transaction  is  one  in  which  the  municipality  receives  assets  or  services,  or  has  liabilities  extinguished,  arid 
directly  gives  approximately  equal  value  (primarily  in  the  form  of  goods,  services  or  use  of  assets)  to  the  other  party  in 
exchange. 

Fair  value  Is  the  amount  for  which  an  asset  could  be  exchanged,  or  a  liability  settled,  between  knowledgeable,  willing 
parties  in  an  arm’s  length  transaction. 

Measurement 

Revenue  is  measured  at  the  fair  value  of  the  consideration  received  or  receivable,  net  of  trade  discounts  and  volume 
rebates. 
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1.17  Revenue  fhrni  exchange  traneactione  (continued) 

Rendering  of  servieea 

When  the  outcome  of  a  transaction  involving  the  rendering  of  services  can  be  estimated  reliably,  revenue  associated  with 
the  transaction  is  recognised  by  refsrence  to  the  stage  of  completion  of  the  transaction  at  the  reporting  date.  The  outcome 
of  a  transaction  can  be  estimated  reliably  when  all  the  following  conditions  are  satisfied: 

•  the  amount  of  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably; 

•  it  Is  probable  that  the  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  associated  with  the  transaction  will  flow  to  the 
municipality; 

•  the  stage  of  completion  of  the  transaction  at  the  reporting  date  can  be  measured  reiiably;  and 

•  the  costs  incurred  for  the  transaction  and  the  costs  to  complete  the  transaction  can  be  measured  reliably. 

When  services  are  performed  by  an  indeterminate  number  of  acts  over  a  specified  time  frame,  revenue  Is  recognised  on  a 
straight  line  basis  over  the  specified  time  frame  unless  there  is  evidence  that  some  other  method  better  represents  the 
stage  of  completion.  When  a  specific  act  is  much  more  significant  than  any  other  acts,  the  recognition  of  revenue  is 
postponed  until  the  significant  act  is  executed. 

When  the  outcome  of  the  transaction  invoiving  the  rendering  of  services  cannot  be  estimated  reliably,  revenue  Is 
recognised  only  to  the  extent  of  the  expenses  recognised  that  are  recoverable. 

Service  charges  relating  to  distribution  of  water  are  based  on  consumption.  Meters  are  read  on  a  rrronthly  basis  and  are 
recognised  as  revenue  when  invoiced.  Provisional  estimates  of  consumption  based  on  the  consumption  history,  are  made 
on  a  monthly  basis  when  meter  readings  have  not  been  performed.  The  provisiorial  estimates  of  consumption  are 
recognised  as  revenue  when  invoiced,  except  at  year-end  when  estimates  of  consumption  up  to  year-end  are  recorded  as 
revenue  without  it  being  Invoiced,  in  respect  of  estimates  of  consumption  between  the  last  reading  date  and  the  reporting 
date,  an  accrual  is  raised  baaed  on  the  average  monthly  consumption.  Adjustments  to  provisional  estimates  of  consumption 
ere  made  in  the  Invoicing  period  in  which  meters  are  read.  These  adjustments  are  recognised  as  revenue  In  the  invoicing 
period. 

Service  charges  relating  to  refuse  removal  are  recognised  on  a  monthly  basis  by  applying  the  approval  tariff  to  each 
property  receiving  services.  Tariffs  are  determined  per  category  of  property  and  are  levied  morithly  based  on  the  number  of 
refuse  containers  on  each  property,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  all  containers  are  emptied  during  the  month. 

When  the  outcome  of  the  transaction  involving  the  rendering  of  services  cannot  be  estimated  reliably,  revenue  is 
recognised  only  to  the  extent  of  the  expenses  recognised  that  are  recoverable. 

Service  charges  relating  to  sewerage  and  sanitation  services  are  based  on  the  type  of  service  and  the  number  of  sewer 
connections  on  all  developed  property,  using  the  tariffs  approved  by  Council.  Revenue  is  recognised  on  a  monthly  basis. 

Interest,  royalties  and  dividends 

Revenue  arising  from  the  use  by  others  of  entity  assets  yielding  interest,  royalties  and  dividends  or  simitar  distributions  is 
recognised  whan: 

•  It  is  probable  that  the  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  associated  with  the  transaction  will  flow  to  the 
municipality,  and 

•  The  amount  of  the  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably. 

Interest  is  recognised,  in  surplus  or  deficit,  using  the  effective  interest  rate  method. 

Rental  Income  from  operating  leases  is  recognised  on  a  straight  tine  basis  over  the  lease  term. 

Revenue  arising  from  the  application  of  the  approved  tariff  of  charges  is  recognised  when  the  relevant  services  Is  rendered 
by  applying  the  relevant  authorised  tariff.  This  includes  the  issuing  of  licences  and  pemnits. 

Commission  for  agency  services  is  recognised  as  per  the  senrioe  level  agreement  with  the  municipality.  The  percentage 
calculated  during  a  financial  year  are  based  on  the  total  funds  received  from  the  agent. 

1.18  Revenue  from  non-exchange  tranaaetlons 

Revenue  comprises  gross  Inflows  of  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  received  and  receivable  by  a  municipality,  which 
represents  an  increase  In  net  assets,  other  than  increases  relating  to  contributions  from  owners. 
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1.18  Revenue  from  non-exchange  traneactlona  (continued) 

Conditions  on  transferred  assets  are  stipulations  that  specify  that  the  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential 
embodied  in  the  asset  Is  required  to  be  consumed  by  the  recipient  as  specified  or  future  economic  benefits  or  service 
potential  must  be  returned  to  the  transferor. 

Control  of  an  asset  arise  when  the  municipality  can  use  or  otherwise  benefit  from  the  asset  In  pursuit  of  its  objectives  and 
can  exclude  or  othenvise  regulate  the  access  of  others  to  that  benefit 

Exchange  transactions  are  transactions  in  which  one  entity  receives  assets  or  services,  or  has  liabilities  extinguished,  arid 
directly  gives  approximately  equal  value  (primarily  in  the  form  of  cash,  goods,  services,  or  use  of  assets)  to  another  entity  in 
exchange. 

Expenses  paid  through  the  tax  system  are  amounts  that  are  available  to  beneficiaries  regardless  of  whether  or  not  they  pay 
taxes. 

Fines  are  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  received  or  receivable  by  entitles,  as  determined  by  a  court  or  other  law 
enforcement  body,  as  a  consequence  of  the  breach  of  laws  or  regulations. 

Non-exchange  transactions  are  transactions  that  are  not  exchange  transactions,  in  a  non-exchange  transaction,  a 
municipality  either  receives  value  from  another  municipality  without  directly  giving  approximately  equal  value  in  exchange, 
or  gives  value  to  another  municipality  without  directly  receiving  approximately  equal  value  in  exchange. 

Restrictions  on  transferred  assets  are  stipulations  that  limit  or  direct  the  purposes  for  which  a  transferred  asset  may  be 
used,  but  do  not  specliy  that  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  is  required  to  be  returned  to  the  transferor  if  not 
deployed  as  specified. 

Stipulations  on  transferred  assets  are  terms  in  laws  or  regulation,  or  a  binding  arrangement.  Imposed  upon  the  use  of  a 
transferred  asset  by  entities  external  to  the  reporting  municipality. 

Tax  expenditures  ate  preferential  provisions  of  the  tax  law  that  provide  certain  taxpayers  with  concessions  that  are  not 
available  to  others. 

The  taxable  event  is  the  event  that  the  government,  legislature  or  other  authority  has  determined  will  be  subject  to  taxation. 

Taxes  ate  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  compulsorily  paid  or  payable  to  entities,  in  accordance  with  laws  and  or 
regulations,  established  to  provide  revenue  to  government.  Taxes  do  not  include  fines  or  other  penalties  imposed  for 
breaches  of  the  law. 

Transfers  are  Inflows  of  future  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  from  non-exchange  transactions,  other  than  taxes. 

Revenue  from  rates,  Including  collection  charges  and  penally  interest.  Is  recognised  on  a  morrthly  basis  when  the  taxes  are 
levied  as  this  is  regarded  to  be  the  date  when  it  is  probable  that  the  economic  benefits  or  senrice  potential  will  flow  to  the 
municipality,  the  amount  of  the  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably  and  there  has  been  compliance  with  the  relevant  legal 
requirements. 

Revenue  from  donations  is  recognised  when  it  is  probable  that  the  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  will  flow  to  the 
municipality,  the  amount  of  the  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably  and  any  restrictions  associated  with  the  donation  have 
been  met 

Revenue  from  the  recovery  of  unauthorised.  Irregular,  fruitless  and  wasteful  expenditure  is  based  on  legal  procedures, 
including  those  set  out  in  the  Municipal  Finance  Management  Act  (Act  No.56  of  2003)  and  recognised  when  the  recovery 
thereof  from  the  responsible  councillors  or  officials  is  virtually  certain. 

Revenue  from  unconditional  grants  is  recognised  when  it  is  probable  that  the  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  will  flow 
to  the  municipality,  the  amount  of  the  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably.  Since  these  grants  are  unconditional  and  there  are 
no  attached  stipulations,  the  grants  are  recognised  as  revenue  or,  if  the  recognition  criteria  has  been  met,  as  assets  In  the 
repotting  period  in  which  they  are  received  or  receivable. 

Revenue  from  conditional  grants  is  recognised  when  It  is  probable  that  the  economic  benefits  or  service  potential  will  flow  to 
the  municipality,  the  amount  of  the  revenue  can  be  measured  reliably  and  to  the  extent  that  there  has  been  compliance  with 
any  restrictions  associated  with  the  grant 
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1.16  Revenue  from  non-exchange  transactions  (continued) 

Recognition 

An  inflow  of  resources  from  a  non-exchange  transaction  recognised  as  an  asset  is  recognised  as  revenue,  except  to  the 
extent  that  a  liability  is  also  recognised  In  respect  of  the  same  inflow. 

As  the  municipality  satisfies  a  present  obligation  recognised  as  a  liability  in  respect  of  an  inflow  of  resources  from  a  non¬ 
exchange  transaction  recognised  as  an  asset  it  reduces  the  carrying  amount  of  the  liability  recognised  and  recognises  an 
amount  of  revenue  equal  to  that  reduction. 

Measurement 

Revenue  from  a  non-exchange  transaction  is  measured  at  the  amount  of  the  increase  in  net  assets  recognised  by  the 
municipality. 

When,  as  a  result  of  a  non-exchange  transaction,  the  municipality  recognises  an  asset  it  also  recognises 
equivalent  to  the  amount  of  the  asset  measured  at  its  fair  value  as  at  the  date  of  acquisition,  unless  It  is  also  required  to 
recognise  a  liability.  Where  a  liability  is  required  to  be  recognised  it  will  be  measured  as  the  best  estimate  of  the  amount 
required  to  settle  the  obligation  at  the  reporting  date,  and  the  amount  of  the  increase  in  net  assets,  if  any,  recognised  as 
revenue.  When  a  liability  is  subsequently  reduced,  because  the  taxable  event  occurs  or  a  condition  is  satisfled,  the  amount 
of  the  reduction  in  the  liability  is  recognised  as  revenue. 

Transfers 

The  municipality  recognises  an  asset  in  respect  of  transfers  when  the  transferred  resources  meet  the  definition  of  an  asset 
and  satisfy  the  criteria  for  recognition  as  an  asset 

Transferred  assets  are  measured  at  their  fair  value  as  at  the  date  of  acquisition. 

Pines 

Fines  ore  recognised  as  revenue  when  the  receivable  meets  the  definition  of  an  asset  and  satisfies  the  criteria  for 
recognition  as  an  asset 

Assets  arising  from  fines  are  measured  at  the  best  estimate  of  the  Inflow  of  resources  to  the  municipality. 

Where  the  municipality  collects  fines  In  the  capacity  of  an  agent  the  fine  will  not  be  revenue  of  the  collecting  entity. 

The  municipality  makes  use  of  estimates  to  detennine  the  amount  of  revenue  that  It  is  entitled  to  collect.  Where  settlement 
discounts  or  reductions  in  the  amount  payable  are  offered,  the  municipality  considers  past  history  in  assessing  the 
likelihood  these  discounts  or  reductions  being  taken  up  by  debtors. 

Gifts  and  donations,  Including  goods  In-kind 

Gifts  and  donations,  including  goods  in  kind,  are  recognised  as  assets  and  revenue  when  it  is  probable  that  the  future 
economic  benefits  or  service  pctential  will  flow  to  the  municipality  and  the  fair  value  of  the  assets  can  be  measured  reliably. 

Services  In-kind 

Except  for  financial  guarantee  contracts,  the  municipality  recognise  services  in-kind  that  are  significant  to  its  operetioris 
and/or  service  delivery  objectives  as  assets  and  recognise  the  related  revenue  when  it  is  probable  that  the  future  economic 
benefits  or  service  potential  will  flow  to  the  municipality  and  the  fair  value  of  the  assets  can  be  measured  reliably. 

Where  services  in-kind  are  not  significant  to  the  municipality’s  operations  and/or  service  delivery  objectives  and/or  do  not 
satisfy  the  criteria  for  recognition,  the  municipality  disclose  the  nature  and  type  of  services  in-kind  received  during  the 
repotting  period. 
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1p19  Borrowing  costs 

Borrowing  costs  are  interest  and  other  expenses  incurred  by  an  municipality  in  connection  with  the  borrowing  of  funds. 

Qualifying  asset  is  an  asset  that  necessarily  takes  a  substantial  period  of  time  to  get  ready  for  its  intended  use  of  sale. 

Borrowing  costs  that  are  directly  attributable  to  the  acquisition,  construction  or  production  of  a  qualifying  asset  are  capitalised 
as  part  of  the  cost  of  that  asset  when  it  Is  probable  that  they  will  result  in  future  econonriic  benefits  or  servlM  potential  to  the 
municipality,  and  the  costs  can  be  measured  reliably.  The  municipality  applies  this  consistently  to  all  borrowing  costs  that  are 
directly  attributable  to  the  acquisition,  construction,  or  production  of  all  qualifying  assets  of  the  municipality.  The  amount  of 
borrowing  costs  eligible  for  capitalisation  is  determined  as  follows: 

■  Actual  borrowing  costs  on  funds  specifically  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  qualifying  asset  less  any 
Investment  income  on  the  temporary  Investment  of  those  borrowings. 

•  Weighted  average  of  the  borrowing  costs  applicable  to  the  municipality  on  funds  generally  borrowed  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  qualifying  asset.  The  borrowing  costs  capitalised  do  not  exceed  the  total  borrowing  costs  incurred. 

The  capitalisation  of  borrowing  costs  commences  when  all  the  following  conditions  have  been  met: 

•  expenditures  for  the  asset  have  been  incurred; 

•  borrowing  costs  have  been  incurred;  and 

•  activities  that  are  necessary  to  prepare  the  asset  for  its  intended  use  or  sale  are  undertaken. 

When  the  carrying  amount  or  the  expected  ultimate  cost  of  the  qualifying  asset  exceeds  Its  recoverable  amount  or  recoverable 
service  amount  or  net  realisable  value  or  replacement  cost,  the  carrying  amount  is  written  down  or  written  off  in  accordance 
with  the  accounting  policy  on  Impairment  of  Assets  and  Inventories.  In  certain  circumstances,  the  amount  of  the  write-down  or 
write-off  is  written  beck  In  accordance  with  the  same  accounting  policy. 

Capitalisation  ceases  when  substantially  all  the  activities  necessary  to  prepare  the  qualifying  asset  for  its  intended  use  or  sale 
are  complete. 

When  the  municipality  completes  the  construction  of  a  qualifying  asset  in  parts  and  each  part  Is  capable  of  being  used  while 
construction  continues  on  other  parts,  the  municipality  ceases  capitalising  borrowing  costs  when  it  completes  substantially  all 
the  activities  necessary  to  prepare  that  part  for  its  intended  use  or  sale. 

All  other  bonowlng  costs  are  recognised  as  an  expense  in  the  period  in  which  they  are  incurred. 

1.20  Comparative  figures 

Where  necessary,  comparative  figures  have  been  reclassified  to  conform  to  changes  In  presentation  in  the  current  year. 

When  the  presentation  or  classification  of  items  In  the  annual  financial  statements  is  amended,  prior  period  comparative 
amounts  are  reatated,  unless  a  standard  of  GRAP  does  not  require  the  restatement  of  comparative  information.  The  nature 
and  reason  for  the  reclassification  is  disclosed.  Where  accounting  errors  have  been  identified  in  the  current  year,  the 
correction  is  made  retrospectively  as  far  as  is  practicable,  and  the  prior  year  comparatives  are  restated  accordingly.  Where 
there  has  been  a  change  in  accounting  policy  in  the  current  year,  the  adjustment  is  made  retrospectively  as  far  as  is 
practicable,  and  the  prior  year  comparatives  are  restated  accordingly. 

1.21  Unauthorised  expenditure 

Unauthorised  expenditure  means  any  expenditure  incurred  by  the  municipality  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  section  15 
or  1 1  (3)  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Management  Ad  (Act  No  56  of  2003),  and  indudes: 

•  overspending  of  the  total  amount  appropriated  In  the  approved  budget; 

•  expenditure  from  a  vote  urelated  to  toe  department  or  functional  area  covered  bu  the  vote; 

All  expenditure  relating  to  unauthorised  expenditure  is  recognised  as  an  expense  in  the  statement  of  financial  performance 
in  the  year  that  toe  expenditure  was  incurred.  The  expenditure  is  dassified  in  aocordanoe  with  the  nature  of  the  expense, 
and  where  recovered,  it  is  subsequently  accounted  for  as  revenue  in  the  statement  of  financial  performance. 

1.22  Frultieea  and  wasteful  expenditure 

Fruitless  expenditure  means  expenditure  which  was  made  in  vain  and  would  have  been  avoided  had  reasonable  care  been 
exerdsed. 
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1.22  Fruitless  and  wasteful  expenditure  (continued) 

All  expenditure  relating  to  fruitless  and  wasteful  expenditure  is  recognised  as  an  expanse  In  the  statement  of  financial 
pertannance  in  the  year  that  the  expenditure  was  Incurred.  The  expenditure  Is  classified  in  accordance  with  the  nature  of 
the  expense,  and  where  recovered,  it  is  subsequently  accounted  for  as  revenue  in  the  statement  of  financial  perfomnance. 

1.23  Irregular  expenditure 

Irregular  expenditure  that  was  incurred  and  identified  during  the  current  financial  and  which  was  ccndoned  before  year  end 
and/or  before  finalisation  of  the  financial  statements  must  also  be  recorded  appropriately  in  the  irregular  expenditure 
register.  In  such  an  Instance,  no  further  action  is  also  required  with  the  exception  of  updating  the  note  to  the  financial 
statements. 

Irregular  expenditure  that  was  incurred  and  identified  during  the  current  financial  year  and  for  which  condonement  is  being 
awaited  at  year  end  must  be  recorded  in  the  irregular  expenditure  register.  No  further  action  is  required  with  the  exception 
of  updating  the  note  to  the  financial  statements. 

Where  irregular  expenditure  was  incurred  in  the  previous  financial  year  and  is  only  condoned  in  the  following  finandal  year, 
the  register  and  the  disclosure  note  to  the  financial  statements  must  be  updated  with  the  amount  condoned. 

Irregular  expenditure  that  was  incurred  and  identified  during  the  current  financial  year  and  which  was  not  condoned  by  the 
National  Treasury  or  the  relevant  authority  must  be  recorded  appropriately  in  the  irregular  expenditure  register.  If  liability  for 
the  irregular  expenditure  can  be  attributed  to  a  person,  a  debt  account  must  be  created  if  such  a  person  is  liable  In  law, 
Immediate  steps  must  thereafter  be  taken  to  recover  the  amount  from  the  person  concerned.  If  recovery  Is  not  possible,  the 
accounting  officer  or  accounting  authority  may  write  off  the  amount  as  debt  impairment  and  disclose  such  in  the  relevant 
note  to  the  finandal  statemenfs.  The  irregular  expenditure  register  must  also  be  updated  accordingly.  If  the  iireguter 
expenditure  has  not  been  condoned  and  no  person  is  liable  In  law,  the  expenditure  related  thereto  must  remain  against  the 
relevant  programme/expenditure  item,  be  disdosed  as  such  in  the  note  to  the  financial  statements  and  updated  accordingly 
in  the  irregular  expenditure  register. 

Irreguiar  expenditure  is  expenditure  that  is  contrary  to  the  Municipal  Finance  Management  Act  (Act  No.56  of  2003),  the 
Munidpal  Systems  Act  (Act  No.32  of  2000),  and  the  Public  Office  Bearers  Act  (Act  No.  20  of  1998)  or  is  in  contravention  of 
the  economic  entity's  supply  chain  management  policy.  Irregular  expenditure  exdudes  unauthorised  expenditure.  Irregular 
expenditure  Is  accounted  for  as  expenditure  in  the  Statement  of  Financial  Performance  and  where  recovered,  it  is 
subsequently  accounted  for  as  revenue  in  the  Statement  of  Financial  Performance. 

1.24  Materiality 

Material  omissions  or  mistatements  of  items  are  material  if  they  could,  individually  or  collectively,  influence  the  dMision  or 
assessment  of  users  made  on  the  basis  of  the  annual  financial  statements.  Materiality  depends  on  the  nature  or  size  of  the 
omission  or  mistatement  judged  In  the  surrounding  drcumstanoes.  The  nature  or  size  of  the  information  Item,  or  a 
combination  of  both,  could  be  the  determining  factor.  Materiality  is  defined  as  1%  of  the  t^l  operating  expenditure.  The 
materiality  is  from  managements  perspective  and  does  not  correlate  with  the  auditor's  materiality. 

1.25  Contingencies 

A  contingent  asset  is  a  possible  asset  that  arises  from  past  events  and  whose  excistence  will  be  confirmed  only  by  the 
occurrance  or  non-occurrance  of  one  or  more  uncertain  future  events  not  wholly  within  the  control  of  the  municipality. 


A  contingent  liability ; 

•  a  possible  obligation  that  arises  from  past  events  and  whose  existence  will  be  confirmed  only  by  the  o^rrenoe 
or  non-occurrence  of  one  or  more  uncertain  future  events  not  wholly  within  the  control  of  the  municipality;  or 

•  a  present  obligation  that  arises  from  past  events  but  is  not  recognised  because; 

•  it  Is  not  probable  that  an  outflow  of  resources  embodying  economic  benefifs  or  service  potential  will  be  required 
to  settle  the  obligation;  and 

•  the  amount  of  the  obligation  cannot  be  measured  with  sufficient  reliability. 
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1.26  Capital  commitments 

Items  are  classified  as  commitments  when  the  municipality  has  committed  itself  to  future  transactions  ftat  will  nonnally 
result  in  the  outflow  of  cash.  Disclosures  are  required  in  respect  of  unrecognised  capital  commitments,  which  are  disclosed 
In  note  33. 

Commitments  for  which  disclosure  is  necessary  to  achieve  a  fair  presentation  are  disclosed  if  both  the  following  criteria  are 

met:  ^ ^ 

•  contracts  are  non-cancellable  or  only  cancellable  at  significant  cost  (for  example,  contracts  for  computer  or 
building  maitenance  services);  and 

•  contracts  related  to  something  other  than  the  routine,  steady,  state  business  of  the  municipality  -  therefore  salary 
commitments  relating  to  employment  contracts  or  social  security  benefit  commitments  are  excluded. 

1.27  Budget  information 

Municipality  are  typically  subject  to  budgetary  limits  in  the  form  of  appropriations  or  budget  authorisations  (or  equivalent), 
which  Is  given  effect  through  authorising  legislation,  appropriation  or  similar. 

The  budget  for  the  economic  entity  includes  all  the  entifles  approved  budgets  under  its  control. 

The  annual  financial  statements  and  the  budget  are  on  the  same  basis  of  accounting  therefore  a  comparison  with  the 
budgeted  amounts  for  the  reporting  period  have  been  included  in  the  Statement  of  comparison  of  budget  and  actual 
amounts.  Explanations  of  significant  variances  greater  than  ten  percent  or  five  hundred  thousand  Rand  versus  the  budget 
are  given  in  appendix  A. 

1.28  Related  parties 

A  related  parly  is  a  person  or  an  entity  with  the  ability  to  control  or  jointly  control  the  other  party,  or  exercise  significant 
influence  over  the  other  party,  or  vice  versa,  or  an  entity  that  is  subject  to  common  control,  or  joint  control. 

Management  are  those  persons  responsible  for  planning,  directing  and  controlling  the  ardivitles  of  the  municipality, 
including  those  charged  with  the  governance  of  the  municipality  in  accordance  with  legislation,  in  instances  where  they  are 
required  to  perform  such  functions. 

Close  members  of  the  family  of  a  person  are  considered  to  be  those  family  members  who  may  be  expected  to  influence,  or 
be  influenced  by,  that  management  In  their  dealings  with  the  municipality. 

Only  transactions  with  related  parties  not  at  arm's  length  or  not  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  are  discolosed. 

1.29  Service  concession  arrangemeniB 
Operator 

The  District  Municipality  as  an  operator  in  the  service  concession  arrangement  recognises  revenue  and  expenditure  in 
relation  to  the  service  concession  arrangement  in  accordance  with  its  accounting  policies  on  revenue  and  expenditure 
recognition  and  with  refarenoe  to  the  contract  with  the  grantor. 

In  terms  of  the  senrice  concession  arrangement  the  following  types  of  revenue  ate  recognised; 

•  Recognised  and  measurement  of  the  arrangement  consideration. 

•  Construction  and  upgrade  services. 

■  Operating  services. 

The  District  does  not  recognise  the  assets  relating  to  the  service  concession  arrangement  as  these  are  recognised  in  the 
accounting  records  of  the  grantor. 

The  District  Municipality  shall  recognise  a  financial  asset  to  the  extent  that  it  has  an  unmnditiorial  contractual  right  to 
receive  cash  or  another  financial  asset  from  or  at  the  direction  of  the  grantor  for  the  construction  services. 

The  District  Municipality  shall  recognise  an  intangible  asset  to  the  extent  that  it  receives  a  right  (a  licence)  to  charge  users 
of  the  public  service. 
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1.30  Accumulated  surplus 

The  accumulated  surplus  represents  the  net  dlfforence  between  the  total  assets  and  die  total  liabilities  of  the  municipality. 
Any  surplusses  and  deficits  realised  during  a  specific  financial  year  are  credited  /  debited  against  accumulated  surplus  / 
deficit.  Prior  year  adjustments  relating  to  income  and  expenditure,  are  debited  /  credited  against  accumulated  surplus  when 
retrospective  adjustments  are  made. 

1.31  Critical  accounting  aetimates  and  Judgements 

The  provisions  represents  management's  best  estimate  of  the  municipality's  exposure.  The  probability  that  an  outflow  of 
economic  resources  will  be  required  to  settle  the  obligation  must  be  assessed  and  a  reliable  estimate  must  be  made  of  the 
amount  of  the  obligation.  Actual  results  may,  however,  differ  from  these  estimates. 

Management  has  made  estimates  of  the  selling  price  and  direct  cost  to  sell  of  certain  inventory  items  to  calculate  the 
allowance  to  write  down  to  the  lower  of  cost  or  net  realisable  value.  The  write  down  is  zero. 

The  present  value  of  the  post  retirement  obligation  depends  on  a  number  of  tectors  that  are  determine  on  a  actuarial  basis 
using  a  number  of  assumptions,  which  include  the  discount  rate.  Any  changes  in  these  assumptions  will  impact  in  the 
carrying  amount  of  post  retirement  obligation. 

The  estimation  of  useful  lives  of  assets  is  based  on  management's  judgement  Any  material  adjustments  to  the  estimated 
remaining  useful  lives  of  items  of  property,  plant  and  equipment  will  have  an  Impact  on  the  carrying  value  of  these  items. 

Where  impairment  Indicators  exist  the  determination  of  the  recoverable  amount  of  assets  or  cash  generating  units  require 
management  to  make  assumptions  to  determine  the  fair  value  less  cost  to  sell.  Key  assumptions  on  which  rnanagement 
has  based  Its  determination  of  foir  values  less  costs  to  sell  include  projected  revenues,  earnings  multiple,  capital 
expenditure  and  market  share.  The  judgements,  assumptions  and  methodologies  used  can  have  a  material  impact  on  the 
fair  value  and  ultimately  the  amount  of  the  impairment. 

Where  impairment  indicators  exist,  the  detormination  of  the  recoverable  service  amount  of  a  non-cash  generating  asset 
requites  management  to  make  assumptions  to  determine  the  fair  value  less  cost  to  sell  and  the  value  in  use  baaed  on  the 
depreciated  replacement  cost  model.  Key  assumptions  include  the  current  replacement  cost  of  non-rash  generating  assets 
and  in  certain  instances  an  assumption  about  the  commissioning  date  which  determines  the  depreciated  replacement  cost 
of  the  non-cash  generating  assets. 

An  estimate  for  the  impairment  of  receivables  is  made  when  collection  of  the  foil  amount  is  no  longer  probable.  The 
provision  for  doubtfull  debt  is  calculated  on  trade  receivables  only,  i.e.  service  debtors,  housing  rentals  and  other  debtors. 
The  total  impairment  provision  of  the  municipality  is  calculated  per  risk  category. 


1.32  Events  after  reporting  date 


Events  after  reporting  date  are  those  events,  both  fovourable  and  unfavourable,  that  occur  between  the  reporting  date  and 
the  date  when  the  financial  statements  are  authorised  for  issue.  Two  types  of  events  can  be  identified: 

•  those  that  provide  evidence  of  conditions  that  existed  at  the  reporting  date  (adjusting  events  after  the  reporting 


date);  and 

those  that  are  indicative  of  conditions  that  arose  after  the  reporting  date  (non-adjusting  events  after  the  reporting 


date). 


The  municipality  will  adjust  the  amount  recognised  in  the  financial  statements  to  reflect  adjusting  events  after  the  reporting 
date  once  the  event  occurred. 


The  municipality  will  disclose  the  nature  of  the  event  and  an  estimate  of  its  financial  effect  or  a  statement  that  such  estimate 
cannot  be  made  in  respect  of  all  material  non-adjusting  events,  where  non-disclosure  could  influence  the  economic 
decisions  of  users  taken  on  the  basis  of  the  financial  statements.

As  a  result,  the  International  Accounting  Standards  Board®  ameridod  its 
existing  Standards  to  deal  with  these  issues.  The  lASB  Issued  IFRS®  Standard  on  Financial  Instruments  (IFRS^  9)  in  2009 
to  address  many  of  the  concerns  raised.  Revisions  were  also  made  to  IAS®  on  Financial  Instruments:  Presentation  and  the 
IFRS  Standard®  on  Financial  Instruments:  Disclosures.  The  IPSASB  issued  revised  International  Public  Sector  Accounting 
Standards  in  June  2016  so  as  to  align  them  with  the  equivalent  IFRS  Standards. 

The  revisions  better  align  the  Standards  of  GRAP  with  recent  international  developments.  The  amendments  result  in  better 
information  available  to  make  decisions  about  financial  assets  and  their  recoverability,  and  more  transparent  information  on 
financial  liabilities.

The  Constitution  of  South  Africa,  1998  (Act  No.  108  of  1996)  (the  constitution),  gives  local  government  the  executive 
authority  over  the  functions  of  cleaning,  refuse  removal,  refose  dumps  and  solid  waste  disposal.  Even  though  waste 
disposal  activities  are  mainly  undertaken  by  municipalities,  other  public  sector  entities  may  also  be  involved  in  these 
activities  liom  time  to  time.  Concerns  were  raised  about  the  inconsistent  accounting  practices  for  landfill  sites  and  the 
related  rehabilitation  provision  where  entities  undertake  waste  disposal  activities.  The  objective  of  the  Guideline  is  therefore 
to  provide  guidance  to  entities  that  manage  and  operate  landfill  sites.  The  guidance  will  improve  comparability  and  provide 
the  necessary  information  to  the  users  of  the  financial  statements  to  hold  entitles  accountable  and  for  decision  making.  The 
principles  from  the  relevant  Standards  of  GRAP  are  applied  in  accounting  for  the  landfill  site  and  the  related  rehabilitation 
provision.  Where  appropriate,  the  Guideline  also  illustrates  the  accounting  for  the  land  In  a  landfill,  the  landfill  site  asset  and 
the  related  rehabilitation  provision. 

It  covers;  Overview  of  the  legislative  requirements  that  govern  landfill  sites.  Accounting  for  land.  Accounting  for  the  landfill 
site  asset.  Accounting  for  the  provision  for  rehabilitation.  Closure,  End-use  arid  monitoring.  Other  considerations,  and 
Annexuras  with  Tenninology  &  References  to  pronouncements  used  in  the  Guideline. 

The  effective  date  of  the  guideline  is  not  yet  set  by  the  Minister  of  Finance. 

The  municipality  expects  to  adopt  the  guideline  for  the  first  time  wrhen  the  Minister  sets  the  effective  date  for  the  guideline. 
The  impact  of  this  standard  Is  currently  being  assessed. 
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2.  New  standarde  and  Interpretatlona  (continued) 

Guideline:  Guideline  on  the  Application  of  Materiality  to  Financial  Statements 

The  objective  of  this  Guideline  is  to  provide  guidance  that  wiil  assist  entities  to  apply  the  concept  of  rnateriality  when 
preparing  flnanciai  statements  in  accordance  with  Standarde  of  GRAP.  The  Guideline  ainis  to  assist  entities  in  achieving 
the  overall  financial  reporting  objective.  The  Guideiine  outlines  a  process  that  may  be  considered  by  entities  when  applying 
materiaiity  to  the  preparation  of  ilnanciai  statements.  The  process  was  deveioped  based  on  concepts  outlined  in  Discussion 
Paper  9  on  Materiality  -  Reducing  Complexity  and  Improving  Reporting,  while  also  clarifying  existing  principles  from  the 
Conceptual  Framework  fbr  General  Purpose  Financial  Reporting  and  other  relevant  Standards  of  GRAP.  The  Guideline 
includes  examples  and  case  studies  to  iliustrate  how  an  entity  may  apply  the  principles  in  the  Guideline,  based  on  specific 
facts  presented.

It  furthermore  covers  Definitions,  Recognition,  Measurement,  Depreciation,  Impalrmant,  Compensation  for  impairment, 
Transfers,  Derecognition,  Disclosure,  Transitional  provisions  and  Effective  date. 

The  subsequent  amendments  to  the  Standard  of  GRAP  on  Living  and  Non-living  Resources  resulted  from  editorial  changes 
to  the  original  text  and  inconsistencies  in  measurement  requirements  in  GRAP  23  and  other  asset-related  Standards  of 
GRAP  in  relation  to  the  treatment  of  transaction  costs.  Other  changes  resulted  from  changes  made  to  IPSAS  17  on 
Property,  Plant  and  Equipment  (IPSAS  17)  as  a  result  of  the  IPSASB’s  Improvements  to  IPSASs  2014  issued  In  January 
2015  and  Improvements  to  IPSASs  201S  issued  in  March  2016.

The  objective  of  this  guideline;  Entities  in  the  public  sector  are  frequently  Involved  In  the  construction  of  houses  as  part  of 
government's  housing  policy.  Implemented  through  the  national  housing  programme,  which  Is  aimed  at  developing 
sustainable  human  settlements.  The  Housing  Act,  Act  No.  107  of  1997  provides  Information  about  the  housing  prograinmes 
that  foil  within  the  scope  of  the  national  housing  programme.  Concerns  were  raised  by  preparers  about  the  Inconsistent 
accounting  applied  to  housing  arrangements  undertaken  by  entities  under  the  national  housing  programme.  Different 
accounting  may  be  appropriate  where  there  are  differences  behveen  the  terms  and  conditions  of  arrangements  concluded 
by  entities.  However,  under  housing  arrangements  that  are  undertaken  in  terms  of  the  national  housing  programme,  there 
are  common  features  and  issues  that  need  to  be  considered.  As  a  result,  the  Board  agreed  to  develop  high*level  guidance 
for  arrangements  undertaken  in  terms  of  the  national  housing  programme. 

It  covers:  Background  to  arrangements  underteken  in  terms  of  the  nafional  housing  programme.  Transactions  that  affect  the 
accounting  of  housing  arrangements,  Consider  whether  the  municipality  undertakes  transactions  with  third  parties  on  behalf 
of  another  party.  Accounting  by  municipalities  appointed  as  project  manager.  Disclosure  requirements.  Accounting  by 
municipalities  appointed  as  project  developer.  Accounting  for  the  accreditation  fee,  commission,  administration  or 
transaction  fee  received.

•  The  preparation  of  financial  statements  under  the  going  concern  assumption  does  not  imply  that  an  entity  has  a 
present  obligation  to  pay  a  levy  that  will  be  triggered  by  operating  in  a  future  period;
